MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB 
TO RACE 146 DAYS IN 2011 


M aryland racing was on 
the brink of a shut¬ 
down on December 21, 
when the state racing commis¬ 
sion conducted a hearing on 
a revised operating plan put 
forth by the Maryland Jockey 
Club for the 2011 racing sea¬ 
son. 

The proposal called for 
wide-scale concessions from 
horsemen and breeders but 
still failed to provide a firm 
commitment from the MJC to 
continue live racing beyond the 
end of May 


The Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association and Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association refused to sign on 
to the plan, and called for the 
state to take action against the 
MJ C - p o s sibly s ei 2 ing the 
tracks through eminent domain. 

Following nearly four hours 
of testimony that included 
verbal exchanges with the 
top executives of the MJC’s 
two ownership entities, Frank 
Stronach (MI Developments 
Inc.) and Peter M. Carhno (Penn 
National Gaming Inc.), the 



Maryland Racing Commission 
voted unanimously (8-0) to 
reject the proposal and not to 
award racing dates for Laurel 
Park and Pimlico Race Course 
in 2011. 

A reprieve came the fol¬ 
lowing day, when Governor 
Martin O’Malley brokered a 
deal under which the MJC will 
conduct 146 days of live rac¬ 
ing at Laurel and Pimlico in 
2011, the same number that 
was scheduled for 2010. 

The racing commission 
quickly ratified the agreement, 
which allows the MJC to off¬ 
set operating expenses with 


an estimated $3 million to $4 
million in slots revenue pre¬ 
viously earmarked for capital 
improvements. An additional 
$1.7 million will be redirected 
from the purse account to the 
track operator. 

The Maryland Jockey Club 
will conduct a winter meeting 
at Laurel Park, a spring cam¬ 
paign at Pimlico Race Course 
and a fall meeting at Laurel 
Park. There will be no live 
racing at the major Maryland 
tracks during the summer. 

Bowie Training Center will 
remain open for year-round 
training. 


CHARLES TOWN MAKES 
THE GRADE WITH 
$1 MILLION CLASSIC 


T he lineup of graded stakes 
in the Mid-Atlantic region 
will undergo significant 
changes in 2011, with Charles 
Town to host the first grad¬ 
ed race in its 77-year history, 
and the Presque Isle Downs 
Masters Stakes to become that 
track’s inaugural Grade 2 event. 

Also adding stature is Parx 
Racing’s previously ungraded 
Turf Monster Handicap, now 
Grade 3. 

The American Graded 
Stakes Committee of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breed¬ 
ers Association also downgrad¬ 
ed four Mid-Atlantic stakes in 
its annual grading session on 
December 1 in Lexington, Ky. 

Three of those downgrades 
are at Pimlico, where the Allaire 
duPont Distaff Handicap 
goes from Grade 2 to Grade 
3, the Chick Lang Stakes is 
now ungraded, and the Pimhco 
Special (formerly Grade 1) is 
inehgible for grading due to a 
two-year hiatus. Laurel Park’s 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash, which lost its Grade 1 
status following the 2009 run¬ 


ning, is also ineligible for grad¬ 
ing in 2011. 

The Charles Town Clas- 
sic-G3 has had a meteoric rise, 
commensurate with its $1 mil¬ 
lion purse. The mile and an 
eighth contest for older horses 
has lured top runners from 
throughout the country for 
each of its two runnings to 
date, including Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Commentator, Awesome 
Gem and Mast Track. Local 
hero Researcher took the first 
two runnings of the race. 

This year’s Charles Town 
Classic is tentatively sched¬ 
uled for April 16 at the West 
Virginia track. 

The Presque Isle Downs 
Masters Stakes featured back- 
to-back victories in 2009 and 
’10 by George Strawbridge’s 
champion Informed Decision. 
With a purse of $400,000 for 
its 2010 edition, it is the mar¬ 
quee event at the track that 
opened in Erie, Pa., in 2007.

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JOCKEY CLUB RELEASES 
UPDATED STATISTICS FROM 
THE EOUINE INJURY DATABASE 


T he Jockey Club has 
released an updated North 
American fatality rate for 
Thoroughbreds that includes 
two years' worth of data in the 
Equine Injury Database, the 
North American database for 
racing injuries. 

Based on an analysis of 
754,932 starts collected dur¬ 
ing the two-year period of 
November 1, 2008, through 
October 31, 2010, the preva¬ 
lence of fatal injury declined to 
2.00 per 1,000 starts, as com¬ 
pared to the 2.04 rate report¬ 
ed in March for the one-year 
period of November 1, 2008, 
through October 31, 2009. 

The analysis was performed 
by Dr. Tim Parkin, a veterinari¬ 
an and epidemiologist from the 
University of Glasgow, who 
serves as a consultant on the 
Equine Injury Database. 


Parkin noted that the 
change in the overall fatality 
rate stemmed from cumulative 
two-year data that revealed a 
statistically significant differ¬ 
ence in the prevalence of fatal¬ 
ity on both turf and synthetic 
surfaces versus dirt. The dif¬ 
ference in the prevalence of 
fatality between synthetic and 
turf surfaces was not statisti¬ 
cally significant. 


‘‘The addition of 376,000 
starts to the database in year 
two enabled us to statistically 
validate certain trends seen in 
the data," said Parkin. “Trends 
will continue to emerge and 
evolve as additional data 
becomes available for study 
and as more complex statistical 
analyses are performed. This 
will allow us to understand 
how different variables, alone 
and in concert, may impact the 
risk of fatahty." 

Among other trends gleaned 
from Parkin's analysis of the 
cumulative two-year data: 

• The prevalence of fatality 
in 2-year-olds continued to be 


significantly lower than older 
horses racing on dirt surfaces. 
However, on synthetic or turf 
surfaces, there was no statis¬ 
tically significant difference 
in the prevalence of fatality 
between 2-year-olds and older 
horses. 

• The prevalence of fatal¬ 
ity continued to be unaffected 
by distance, weight carried and 
movement of races off the 
turf 

• Fillies and mares compet¬ 
ing in races that were open to 
horses of all sexes were not 
at an increased risk of fatality 
compared to those competing 
in races restricted to fillies and 
mares. 

The accompanying table 
presents the comparable fatal¬ 
ity rates by surface type for 
the one-year and cumulative 
two-year periods beginning 
November 1, 2008.

REBUFF 



D uring a racing career 
that spanned 11 sea¬ 
sons, Rebuff carried 
on the legacy of his breed¬ 
ers, the late John and Kitty 
Merryman. Venerable leaders 
in the Maryland Thoroughbred 
industry from the 1950s well 
into the 1990s, the Merrymans 
are as noted for their off¬ 
spring- trainers Katy Voss and 
Ann, Edwin, Johnny and Li 22 ie 
Merryman-as for the roster 
of hard-knocking stakes win¬ 
ners bred at their farm. The 
Orebanks, in Sparks, Md. 

Rebuff, now 26, is their 
last hving homebred, and a 
third-generation homebred at 
that. By the Secretariat stal¬ 
lion Cold Reception, he was 
the most successful runner 
produced by Split Feather (by 
Illustrious), who was trained by 
Ann Merryman. Following the 
custom of Merryman-owned 
runners. Rebuff returned to 
his birthplace after making his 
94th and final start in 1998. 

Johnny Merryman, who also 
continues to hve on the family 
homestead, knows Rebuff bet¬ 
ter than anyone. 

‘d grew up fifth out of six, 
and between Katy, Ann and 
Edwin aU training at the time, 
I didn’t get much sent my way,” 
he began. ^‘Rebuff I kind of 
talked off of my father. He 
had been in Katy’s barn as 
a baby. Fd broken him; Fve 
broken pretty much everything 
here from the late 1970s on. 
I quit working full-time for 
my parents in 1986 and got a 
job at the track. Shall we say 
there were some back wages 
owed from Pop, so I took half 
of Rebuff as payment. And 
he probably wouldn’t have 
brought more than $5,000 or 
$6,000 at auction at that point 
as a 2-year-old. He was large, 
gangly, over in the knees. He 
was just under 17 hands.” 

It was at the track that 
Johnny met trainer Frances 
Ann Miller. A granddaughter 
of the late Maryland breeder/ 


owner Walter J. Appel, Frances 
had also grown up with race 
horses and got her trainer’s 
license ‘^as early as you could 
get it.” 

Married in 1991, Frances 
and Johnny conditioned 
Rebuff throughout his career. 
Given time to mature into his 
si 2 e. Rebuff did not make his 
first start until August 1988, as a 
3-year-old. Frances Merryman 
thrills at the memory of his 
maiden victory, a nine-length 
score in maiden special weight 
company at Belmont Park, two 
months later. 

‘dt was unforgettable,” she 
said, ^Taking him up there and 
having him be so brilliant. Jose 
Santos rode him and loved him. 
He said, ‘Please bring him back.’ 

“Rebuff was a really great 
athlete. . . I don’t think I’ve 
ever seen a horse come from 
behind with more gusto than 
he did. He used to trail the field 
and give this breathtaking run.” 

Rebuff raced on dirt for his 
first three seasons of competi¬ 
tion and earned six of his 17 
lifetime wins on that surface. 


On occasion, the big dark bay 
entered the gate with fellow 
Merryman stable stars Due 
North (trained by Katy Voss) 
and Political Profit (trained by 
Ann Merryman). 

“I think we did a pretty 
good job of beating them on 
occasion,” Johnny Merryman 
remembered. 

Switching primarily to turf 
at age 6 in 1991, Rebuff found 
his raison d’etre. That year also 
marked the beginning of his 
collaboration with jockey 
CaHxto Juare 2 , who was aboard 
for eight of his victories. The 
pair won their first start togeth¬ 
er, Pimlico’s Chieftain Handi¬ 
cap, in June. They followed up 
with triumphs in the Find and 
Damascus Handicaps later that 
summer. And while Rebuff 
was always a tough opponent, 
Merryman admits that han¬ 
dling him was no easy task. 

“He was always a bit of a 
kook. I remember sitting in the 
receiving barn with Rebuff, try¬ 
ing to keep him settled down 
in the corner. Lightning, an 
old hotwalker who worked for 


Katy, led Due North in at the 
end of a shank and put him 
in the stall with one runner up 
and walked away. Due North 
just stood there with his Up 
hanging down, but Rebuff was 
being a total itch the whole 
time. He’d have been a stall¬ 
walking fool if I hadn’t been 
sitting there holding him.” 

That said, Johnny and 
Frances Merryman attribute 
much of Rebuff’s longevity to 
his orneriness and never-say- 
die attitude. 

As a 9-year-old, Rebuff won 
Delaware Park’s Caesar Rodney 
Handicap. A year later, in 1995, 
he made his fifth appearance in 
the Chieftain Handicap. Under 
Mario Pino, he unleashed his 
trademark late run to win by 
two and a quarter lengths over 
Amy’s Harold and Redcall. 
While that stakes would be his 
last career win. Rebuff kept 
running. . . because Rebuff 
wanted to. 

“We actually retired him 
because he had no conditions. 
But he would have been per¬ 
fectly happy to keep running,” 
said Johnny Merryman. 

By the time he headed home 
at age 13, Rebuff’s record was 
94-17-17-5 with $540,953 in 
earnings. 

A second career wasn’t in the 
cards for the high-strung gelding. 

“For a few years we kept him 
going and rode him a bit, but 
he never really settled down,” 
Johnny Merryman explained. 

Retirement for Rebuff and 
pasturemate Pohtical Profit 
means occasionally babysitting 
young fillies. 

“He does a really good job 
of it,” said Merryman. The two 
old geldings share a 12-acre 
field and run-in shed. And as 
Frances Merryman is quick to 
point out. Rebuff “stiU looks 
hke a million dollars.” 

“Well,” Johnny Merryman 
concluded, “My father used to 
say, ‘Horses come and horses 
go, but we’ve always got

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EDITORIAL by Tom Bowman 



Christmas arrived 
on December 22 
for Maryland’s 
racing community 


O n December 22, the Maryland Racing Commission 
(MRC) held an emergency meeting to consider what 
Chairman Lou Ulman called a ^‘revision of a revision’’ of 
a business plan for racing in 2011. This meeting convened just 
about 24 hours after the commission had unanimously rejected 
the Maryland Jockey Club (MJC)’s revision of its initial plan 
presented to the MRC on November 29. 

The regularly scheduled meetings of the MRC had been 
marked by testimony from the representatives of horsemen’s 
organi 2 ations and track management as well as individuals 
involved in aU aspects of the Maryland racing community. The 
tone of both meetings was one of disappointment, distrust and 
rejection of the MJC’s proposal(s) to conduct less than a ‘‘fuU 
year” (146 days) of Hve racing in 2011. The situation reached a 
total impasse. 

Privately, the MJC had agreed to run 146 days if the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association (MTHA) and 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association (MHBA) would offer 
assurances of certain sources of funding that would essentially 
eliminate potential operating losses in 2011. These losses were 
estimated to be as much as $7 million. The horsemen and 


breeders had pledged a direct cash contribution of $1.7 miUion 
and support for legislation that would redirect slots revenue 
already designated towards track improvements into a fund for 
track operating expenses. However, the industry representatives 
could not assure-i.e., guarantee-the availability of this money, 
as it involved legislative changes. 

On the morning of December 22, Governor Martin 
O’Malley’s chief legislative officer, Joe Bryce, called industry 
representatives together in one last attempt to save racing for 
this year. The essence of the meeting was that the governor and 
his staff had found a way to assure the MJC that the funding 
from slots revenue would be forthcoming. This proved to be the 
‘‘tipping point” in negotiations between the representatives and a 
satisfactory business plan for racing for 2011 was rapidly agreed 
upon. 

In contrast to previous meetings, the emergency session 
held by the MRC was characteri 2 ed by a sense of rehef and 
satisfaction by aU groups involved. The MJC business plan 
for racing in 2011, which includes 146 days of hve racing, was 
presented by representatives of the MJC, MTHA and MHBA. 
The plan was rapidly and unanimously accepted by the MRC. 

I beheve that everyone involved was profoundly and genuinely 
affected by the knowledge that countless people could enter the 
hohday season knowing their jobs were secure. 

There were plenty of heroes involved in accomphshing 
this agreement. Alan Foreman, the MTHA’s legal counsel, and 
Richard Hoffberger, MTHA president, steadfastly represented 
the interests of aU horsemen and were adamant in their demand 
for a fuU-year commitment of racing from the MJC. Their 
efforts should be applauded by all in our industry. The Racing 
Commission was resolute in fulfilhng its duty to protect the best 
interests of the entire racing community. Chairman Uhnan’s 
obvious sensitivity to the potential loss of jobs by those who 
depend on racing for their very existence was particularly 
touching. MJC president Tom Chuckas was a beacon of strength 
and respectability as he represented the best interests of the MJC 
under very difficult circumstances. Joe Bryce was the ultimate 
statesman as he presided over several contentious meetings of 
industry representatives. 

Finally, Gov. O’Malley found a way to resolve what seemed 
to many of us to be an insurmountable hurdle. And Gov. 
O’Malley has made it clear that he intends to be involved in 
future efforts to find long-term solutions to the problems that 
plague our industry. This is an example of aU that is good about 
government. The people had spoken. The people needed help, 
and the government responded and responded in a way that 
saved jobs and provided hope while simultaneously attending 
to the needs of a corporate entity that cannot be expected to 
continue to operate while losing money. The entire process was 
simply remarkable. 

The December 22 agreement was a wonderful Christmas 
gift to Maryland’s racing community. It was one of those rare 
moments when seemingly everyone won. It was an example of 
accomphshment achieved through determination and unanimity. 
It was also absolutely a communal effort. That lesson should not 
be lost as we look for more permanent solutions to racing’s long¬ 
standing problems.

A horseman’s 
horseman 


Webb Carroll provides early education for many 
of region’s successful runners, by Ben Baugh 


I f graduates of the Webb 
Carroll Training Center had 
an alumni association, its 
membership roster would con¬ 
tain hundreds of names-many 
of them famihar to followers 
of Mid-Atlantic racing. 

Located in the pastoral com¬ 
munity of St. Matthews, S.C., 
some 35 miles southeast of the 
state capital of Columbia and 
roughly equidistant to South 
Carohna's twin meccas of 
Thoroughbred activity, Aiken 
and Camden, the 61-acre train¬ 
ing grounds owned and operat¬ 
ed by the affable Webb Carroll 
have for decades turned out 
horses who fill races-and win¬ 
ner’s circles-at tracks through¬ 
out the region and beyond. 

More than a few of them 
have achieved genuine fame, 
led by the Hkes of Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winner War 
Emblem, major winners Offlee 
Wild, Tale of the Cat (now a 
leading sire) and Old Fashioned, 
and recent stars Just Jenda, 
Payton d’Oro, Fugitive Angel, 
Winslow Homer, Havre de 
Grace, Ravalo and Prom Shoes. 

‘dt’s not a flashy looking 
place,” said nationally promi¬ 
nent trainer Graham Motion, 
who has patronized the 
Webb Carroll Training Center 
(WCTC) for many years and 
in 2010 brought more than 25 
horses from there into his barn 
at Fair Hill Training Center. 
‘With Webb, it’s aU about the 
finished product. When they 
come to me, I know exactly 


what level of fitness they’ve 
achieved; they’re at a level 
where they can go on. At the 
same time, Webb will teU me 
if a horse can’t handle it. The 
thing with Webb is—he’s very 
honest.” 

A LIFELONG 
COMMITMENT 

CarroU, 65, a third-genera¬ 
tion Thoroughbred horseman, 
grew up on a working farm 
in St. Matthews and got his 
own early education from his 
father, trainer William W (Billy) 
Carroll Sr., whose best-known 
charges included the durable 
gelding Charhe Boy, a two-time 
stakes winner who made 241 
starts, winning 58 races, in the 
1950s and ’60s. 

Billy Carroll, who died 
unexpectedly in 1972, rehed on 
Webb’s labor and expertise to 
keep his operation going. 

‘We foaled and bred the 
mares and we raised, broke and 
rode the babies,” said CarroU 
of his growing up years. “I 
drove the van, went to the 
races, walked hots, and I was 
a pony boy. I baled hay. I ran 
the farm for my daddy when 
I was in high school. We had 
all these horses that we would 
break, and he would race them. 
Our family would go up to 
New England and Maryland in 
the summer. We’d go to New 
Orleans for the Thanksgiving 
and Christmas holidays. That’s 
what we did, my brother, sister 


and I. Mother was a school¬ 
teacher.” 

People who meet Carroll 
for the first time marvel at 
his enthusiasm, high level of 
energy and irrepressible per¬ 
sonality. But as good-natured 
and outgoing as CarroU is, he’s 
also a man of great humiUty. 

He’s overcome serious 
adversity, including a horse 
driving accident many years 
ago that left him with two frac¬ 
tured legs plus multiple other 
injuries but thankfully spared 
his hfe. 

“Everybody has had a tough 
time,” said CarroU, who has 
made it through hfe with just 
a high school diploma. “Tough 
times make tough people, and 
tough people get the job done. 
I didn’t have any choice.” 

In addition to farming, 
CarroU made his early career in 
the horse transportation busi¬ 
ness, driving trucks and seUing 
horse vitamins out of the back 
of a 1953 Chevrolet pickup. 

“It was a blue truck, with 
htde windows in the rear,” 
said Carroll. “I was perceptive 
enough back in those days with 
the thought it would be a great 
way to advertise. I built and 
restored the truck myself for 
the most part and buUt the box 
on it. I would go out and work 
Camden and Aiken.” 

In his mid-30s, Carroll 
reached a crossroad. He strug¬ 
gled with the thought of being 
a farmer for the rest of his Ufe, 
and considered several other 


options, including the grass- 
cutting business or a car wash. 

Then a confluence of cir¬ 
cumstances, people and events 
brought Odie Clelland into 
CarroU’s Ufe. 

CarroU had taken a job man¬ 
aging the 2,500-acre farm in St. 
Matthews belonging to the L.B. 
Wannamaker Seed Company. 
That farm surrounded a prop¬ 
erty that CleUand owned—a 
training faciUty that had been 
built by a horseman named 
Isaac Prickett. Clelland had 
purchased the property from 
Prickett’s widow. 

CleUand was a widely respect¬ 
ed horseman who enjoyed suc¬ 
cess as a Thoroughbred trainer 
in New England, New Orleans, 
Kentucky and Maryland. He 
trained for Peter FuUer among 
others, and played a signifi¬ 
cant role in a number of peo¬ 
ple’s careers, including those 
of jockeys Eddie Arcaro and 
Chris and Gregg McCarron, 
helping to get them started in 
Thoroughbred racing. 

“Odie wintered here each 
season,” said Carroll. “He 
would come down here to take 
care of his young daughter, 
Odessa. I remembered him 
from when I was a young boy 
in New England. He needed 
some help, and I helped him 
because I hked him. He was a 
very humble and old-fashioned 
man. He got me a couple of 
broodmares, and we were able 
to work out several deals. I 
had another farm on the other 
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side of town that I was using, 
and at the time, I was stand¬ 
ing two old stallions that I had 
bred to some jumping mares 
and Thoroughbred mares. I 
thought to myself, ‘Let me try 
this; I have nothing to lose.’’’ 

Carroll first leased the 
property from Clelland, with 
an option to buy. He applied 
himself to the facihty, renovat¬ 
ing it, advertising and working 
toward developing a program. 
After Clelland’s death in 1986, 
CarroU purchased the facility 
from his estate. The training 
facility that emphasi 2 es relax¬ 
ation, rehabilitation and reju¬ 
venation has been a work in 
progress, with the momentum 
slowly building through the 
years, said Carroll, who named 
the enterprise after himself to 
help get the word out. 

Blessed with an indefati¬ 
gable spirit and strong work 
ethic, Carroll initially traveled 
to race tracks in New England, 
and later to other venues, to 
find prospective chents. He 
would walk the entire backside, 
stopping at every barn, passing 
out homemade business cards, 
talking to every horseman with 
the hope that they might send a 
horse or two his way. It would 
be a process he would repeat 
throughout his career. 

Although operating on a 
limited budget, Carroll found 
money to advertise, building 
his business at a slow and delib¬ 
erate pace. He asked his chents 
for permission to advertise the 
success of their horses who 
had come out of his program. 
He continued to generate expo¬ 
sure for his facihty by attending 
sales and races, reah 2 ing that 
he couldn’t afford not to have a 
presence where there might be 
potential chents. He began to 
succeed in a business notorious 
for its pitfalls. 

“I said to myself, ‘How are 
people ever going to get to 
know me?’” said CarroU, who 
aspired to be hke his mentors 
and the successful horsemen 
whom he found himself com¬ 
peting against. “It was always 
friendly because I didn’t have 
what they had, but I wanted to 
achieve those same results.” 

A number of people played 
a role in leading him down a

more propitious path, includ¬ 
ing trainer Bob Dunham, 
whom CarroU met whUe walk¬ 
ing the backstretch at Saratoga. 
Dunham alerted CarroU to the 
retirement of Tony Wallace, 
who had broken major owner 
RusseU Reineman’s yearhngs at 
his training center in Landrum, 
S.C. That led to CarroU getting 
the Reineman horses to break 
and train, with one of them 
turning out to be the 2002 


EcUpse Award-winning 3-year- 
old male War Emblem. 

Perhaps no one was more 
fundamental to the overall suc¬ 
cess of Webb Carroll, however, 
than the late Maryland train¬ 
er Bernard P. (Bernie) Bond. 
A master at bringing along 
early-maturing 2-year-olds. 
Bond found a kindred spirit in 
CarroU, although unfortunately 
by the time they met in the late 
1980s Bond was nearing the 


end of his career. Their joint 
efforts brought forth the tikes 
of Gala Spinaway, a multiple 
stakes winner and Maryland- 
bred champion who earned 
$691,867. 

Carroll’s business draws 
from operations both large and 
smaU, and he routinely caters to 
the “tittle guy,” along with such 
weU-known clients over the 
years as George Sdrawbridge 
Jr., La 2 y Lane Farm, Tracy

Farmer, Peter Angelos, Tim 
Rooney, John Oxley, Richard 
Golden, Brent Johnson, Dan 
Ryan, Frannie Campitelh, 
Bayard Sharp, Sonny Hine and 
Mr. and Mrs. J.WY. Martin. 

Among these owners, many 
have celebrated success in the 
Maryland Million with horses 
prepared by CarroU. His impact 
on the Maryland Million 2-year- 
old events has been particu¬ 
larly impressive, with a total of 
six winners: Lassie stars Lady 
Beaumont ('93), Night Bree 2 e 
(’01) and Hear Us Roar (’04) 
and Nursery stars Sam’s Quest 
(’94), Carrolls Favorite (’96) 
and T P Louie ('00). 

A board member of the 
South Carolina Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders 
Association, Carroll has thrown 
his considerable patronage 
behind the South Carohna 
Residency Races, a pair of 
restricted stakes run each fall at 
Parx Racing (formerly known 
as Philadelphia Park) for juve¬ 


niles who have spent at least 90 
days in South Carohna. 

In the six years of the pro¬ 
gram, five WCTC graduates 
have won or placed, includ¬ 
ing 2006 Christopher Elser 
Memorial Stakes winner No 
Mine for Me, and 2008 Donna 
Freyer Stakes runner-up Payton 
d’Oro, who went on to win 
the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes and three other stakes. 

^ Webb is an excellent horse¬ 
man, and he takes his time 
with the animals-that is his 
greatest asset,” commented 
Strawbridge. ^^He’s never in a 
hurry. Plus, he’s in a dehghtful 
area of the country where it’s 
not too hot or too cold. You 
have all the advantages of nice 
winter weather.” 

FACILITIES ARE KEY 

The facihties at Webb 
Carroll Training Center allow 
Carroll to be, as he calls it, 
‘‘creative” when conditioning 


horses going through his pro¬ 
gram. He exposes the horses 
to a number of different situ¬ 
ations to simulate what they’ll 
experience at the race track, so 
they’ll be desensitized and will 
be able to better acclimate to 
their surroundings. 

“I do a lot of the mainte¬ 
nance work on the track and 
the farm,” said Carroll. “We 
try to take the farm to the race 
track.” 

The track itself dates back 
to the 1950s, and was built 
by Prickett. It is nearly seven- 
eighths of a mile and features 
wide, sweeping turns. It has its 
own irrigation system. There is 
also a three-quarter-mile grass 
gallop. 

“He [Prickett] had a busi¬ 
ness that was similar to my 
father’s,” said Carroll. “He had 
a very successful stable when 
he raced in New England. He 
made a lot of money racing 
and selling horses, and he had 
a couple of nice stallions. He 


acquired a rich piece of land, 
and built the race track. He 
graded it out and put down a 
clay base. He elevated, banked, 
sloped and ditched the track. 
He then applied a unique top 
soil. The surface is outstand- 
ing.” 

The center is capacious, 
with 11 barns and 145 stalls, 
most of them built by Carroll 
himself. It features both sum¬ 
mer open air barns and insu¬ 
lated open air barns. 

Having more than 100 horses 
to break and train confers an 
important advantage, because 
Carroll beheves in sending out 
the horses to train in large sets. 

“Volume helps tremendous¬ 
ly,” he said. “They all learn 
so much from being around 
each other. They’re constantly 
moving around and interacting 
with each other, and have the 
opportunity to see lots of other 
horses. 

“If you have a commercial 
operation, you have to show

them as much as you possibly 
can, and assimilate as many 
drills, techniques and maneu¬ 
vers. They learn to understand, 
accept and tolerate different 
situations, things and circum¬ 
stances. In addition to having 
the horses go out in sets of 14, 
15 and 16, we go out there and 
relax them. 

‘‘rU take half in one direc¬ 
tion and half in the other direc¬ 
tion. They're going to meet 
four different times when they 
come around. You first walk 
then jog. We do close company 
drills and head-to-head drills. 
AH the horses are broken to a 
lead pony." 

Young horses do a consider¬ 
able amount of jogging, ‘d try 
to put a lot of bottom under 
them," said Carroll. ‘‘Once they 
get half-mile fit and bug-eyed, 
dancing and prancing on their 
toes, then they're short-term. 

“We try not to go too fast, 
but fast enough," he added. 
“We don't overdo it. We're able 


to get the horses to the race 
track when they have some¬ 
thing left in the tank, and then 
they're able to get the job 
done." 

A secondary farm about 
two miles from the main facil- 
ioty features a wooded half- 
mile track and is also used for 
turn-out and layups. Turn-out 
paddocks are set up at both 
farms, and layup work goes on 
at both facilities. 

Turning out horses has great 
therapeutic value, said CarroU. 
Turn-out paddocks are small 
and safe for horses who are 
going through the rehabilita¬ 
tion process. A variety of larger 
paddocks and small pastures 
are utih 2 ed as horses progress 
in their rehabilitation. 

Exercise options include an 
eight-horse EquiGym and six- 
horse EquiGym, as well as a 
swimming pool, which Carroll 
described as an outstanding 
resource for post-op horses 


and those individuals sent to 
the facility for rehabihtation. 

“It works beautifully," said 
Carroll, who explained that a 
friend of his came in with a 
backhoe and built the pool for 
him. “It's 16 feet wide and 16 
feet deep and between 130 and 
140 feet long. It's sloped on 
both ends. I use it mostly for 
layup horses that have minor 
problems. There are a number 
of apphcations you can use 
it for. It's terrific therapy for 
injured horses that are a little 
sore. You keep them fit and 
build up their wind by doing 
that." 

The training facihty also 
prides itself on an extensive 
gate training program. 

“The gate sits in the same 
spot every day so the horses 
have to walk through the gate 
to get to and from the barn," 
said Carroll. “It gets to be old 
shoe for the horses and old 
shoe for us. You talk about 
repetitious. It's every day. They 


get so used to it. And finally, 
when we put the gate on the 
chute, there's no hesitation on 
the part of the horses because 
they've been going through the 
gate on a routine basis." 

A WEB OF WORKERS 

An operation the size of 
Carroll's must of necessity rely 
on skilled help, and many of 
Carroll's employees have been 
with him for more than two 
decades. 

“It's really a team effort," 
he said. 

Filhng an instrumental 
role is his wife of 12 years, 
Sarah, whom Carroll met at 
a Christian singles party. She 
began working in the office at 
the training center after retir¬ 
ing from her own career as a 
schoolteacher. 

Travis Durr, 30, is Carroll's 
assistant. Durr used to make 
a 45-minute drive from St. 
George, S.C., to use CarroU's 
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track for his sales-prepping 
business, and a friendship 
developed between the two 
men. 

‘‘I knew his family. I trust¬ 
ed him, so I sent him several 
horses to break for me,’’ said 
Carroll. ‘‘They came back very 
well broke, and I was grateful. 
He wasn’t happy with his cur¬ 
rent job situation and wanted 
to be in the horse business full 
time. He’s a phenomenal sort 
of kid. He’s a good horseman 
and he allows me to do other 
things. We compare notes 
and always run things by each 
other.” 

In addition to training horses, 
Carroll has in constant training 
a corps of exercise riders that 
numbers nearly 20 during the 
busy winter season. 

“We keep a group of 
older horses on hand just for 
schooling the riders,” Carroll 
explained. “The attrition rate 
tends to be high because many 
of them are young people just 
starting out-and looking to go 
on to other things. They come 
from all over. Some, but not all, 
of them hve on the farm.” 

Veterinary care is provided 
by Southern Equine Services 
veterinarians Jamie Carter, 
Tom Stinner and Caleb Harms, 
and farrier Keith Crawford, all 
familiar faces at the training 
center. 

At an age when many peo¬ 
ple are looking toward retire¬ 
ment, Carroll takes his cell 
phone to bed with him every 
night, and rises at 5 a.m. to 
greet the new day. 

“I can’t picture myself doing 
anything other than this,” he 
said. “It’s not an easy Hfe, but 
the rewards of watching horses 
leave here and make good are 
tike nothing else.” ^

and a curse 







Tony Dutrow, region’s leading trainer by money 

won in 2010, is a man possessed, by Don Clippinger 


T O meet Tony Dutrow is 
to like him. He is engag¬ 
ing, personable, warm, 
respectful of those who work 
for him, and friendly toward 
those who employ him to 
train their horses. He is intel¬ 
ligent, forthright, articulate and 
thoughtful. 

Ah, but so much more lies 
beyond those initial, and very 
accurate, impressions. Inside 
that modest frame is a roaring 
blast furnace, a white-hot drive 
to succeed in a difficult, expen¬ 
sive business and to do the very 
best by his horses, his owners, 
and his staff 

“Ifs a curse,” he said, and 
few would dispute him. 

Anthony W Dutrow is in so 
many ways his father’s son, and 
so different, too. He was raised 
in the business by Richard E. 
(Dickie) Dutrow, a Hall of 
Fame caliber horseman who 
was one of Maryland’s ‘‘Big 
Four” claiming trainers, along 
with King Leatherbury, Bud 
Delp and John Tammaro Jr., in 
the 1960s and ’70s. 

Tony, the oldest of three 
sons, literally grew up on the 
backstretch. Now, at the age of 
52, he has reached the pinnacle 
of the sport. 

Dutrow ranked as the lead¬ 
ing Mid-Atlantic-based trainer 
by money-earned in 2010 (with 
$6,365,898). Ninth on the list 
of nationally leading train¬ 
ers last season, Dutrow had 


a remarkable 29 percent win 
ratio, the highest of any trainer 
among the top 50. He collected 
his 1,500th career victory, and 
his horses won a total of 19 
stakes, eight in graded compa¬ 
ny, including Saratoga’s Grade 
1 Ballerina won by Rightly So. 

And, he is on the same lead¬ 
er board as his year-younger 
brother, Rick, most famously 
known as the trainer of 2005 
Horse of the Year Saint Liam 
and 2008 Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness winner Big Brown. 

From his home base at Parx 
Racing (formerly Philadelphia 
Park), Dutrow manages a multi¬ 
state business that extends to 
New York and, for different 
parts of the year, Delaware and 
Arkansas. 

The ride, as always, has had 
its bumps, and Dutrow has 
learned to weather the disap¬ 
pointments and not burn his 
bridges. 

LIFE BEGINS AT 40 

For Tony Dutrow, hfe as a 
recogni 2 ed successful trainer 
began at age 40, in 1998. Until 
then, “I’d been so serious, 
working so hard,” he said, but 
still the breakthrough eluded 
him. “In ’99, things started to 
creep north.” 

Circumstances changed, 
perhaps, but he does not see 
any real difference in himself 
“Pm the same guy today that I 
was at age 10,” he said. 


That age 10 was a big one 
for Tony Dutrow. It was then 
that he determined, finally and 
forever, that his hfe would be 
with horses. “In 1968, I knew 
I was fascinated and in love 
with the horses and the horse 
business,” he said. “They are 
two different things, but I was 
in love with them both.” 

Surely, the feehngs came 
from his father, but theirs was 
not a warm, fu 22 y father-son 
relationship. Dickie Dutrow 
was a complex personahty, the 
product of Victorian-era par¬ 
ents who hved in Hagerstown, 
Md., during the Depression. 
From his parents, he undoubt¬ 
edly carried forward the per¬ 
ception that children were 
merely small, growing adults, 
and were to be treated as such. 

“When I was 7, my father 
spoke to me as though I was 
37,” Tony Dutrow said. “I was 
a grown-up when I was 10.” 

From the rigors of the 
Depression came the inner 
resihence. Tony Dutrow 
describes it best: “My dad was a 
tough guy.” 

For several years while Tony 
was young, Dickie Dutrow was 
a part-time parent. The fam¬ 
ily remained in Hagerstown 
while he trained at Charles 
Town. Victoria Dutrow, Tony’s 
mother, kept the household in 
order during those absences. 
It was a tough existence for 
the couple who had married 


when both were teenagers. The 
family moved to SkaggsviUe in 
the early 1960s when Dutrow 
transferred his operation to 
Laurel Race Course. 

A father as demanding as 
Dickie Dutrow could certainly 
have driven a child away from 
a job or profession, but all 
three Dutrow boys followed 
their father into horse racing. 
(The third brother. Chip, works 
for Rick Dutrow in New York. 
Although he has never been 
out on his own as a trainer, 
“there’s nothing that Ricky and 
I do that Chip can’t do,” said 
Tony.) 

In some ways, Tony was the 
dutiful first born who sought 
his father’s endorsement. 

“I wanted to please my dad 
so much,” he said. He very well 
may have, but Dickie Dutrow 
was never one to toss around 
positive reinforcement, espe¬ 
cially to his boys. 

Certainly, Tony Dutrow’s 
efforts at formal education did 
nothing to please his parents. 
The eldest Dutrow boy did 
not know much, or care much, 
about algebra or science. “My 
mind was not in school,” he 
said. “When I was in school, 
my mind was at the track with 
the horses.” 

He surely was a frustration 
to his teachers because his dis¬ 
interest overwhelmed his intel- 
hgence. At the track, though, 
he was blessed with the abil- 
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ity to discriminate between the 
things that his father did very 
well and the things that he did 
not do quite so well. He adopt¬ 
ed Dickie Dutrow’s best traits 
and adapted his lesser abilities. 

^‘He was a tireless worker. 
His work ethic was astonish¬ 
ing/’ Tony Dutrow said. ‘‘He 
was a machine. I got that from 
my dad. He had a tireless ener¬ 
gy to pursue the best for his 
horses. He was a very hon¬ 
est man, and my dad had the 
utmost respect for his chents’ 
money. 

“Also, he didn’t discriminate 
between the good horses and 
the others. He felt his job was 
to get the utmost from the abil¬ 
ity within each horse, whatever 
those abihties were.” 

“IT’S A CURSE” 

Those characteristics of his 
father helped to shape Tony 
Dutrow today. “I would rather 
be dead than not to try my 
hardest for the horses,” he said. 
“It’s a curse. It won’t let you do 
any less than my utmost.” 

Dickie Dutrow was North 
America’s leading trainer by 
wins in 1975, when he won a 
then record 352 races. He cap¬ 
tured four consecutive train¬ 
ing titles at Laurel Park begin¬ 
ning in 1973, and he added 
additional titles in 1978 and 
’79. Dutrow also won Pimlico’s 
training title three times. 

Tony and his broth¬ 
ers worked with their father 
at that time, but Tony found 
some time to train for his 
own account. He scored his 
first victory as a trainer with 
Attainable, whom he bought 
for $2,500 on Delaware Park’s 
backs tretch. Racing from 
1977 to ’79, Attainable won 
four of 25 starts and earned 
$18,015. “I worked real hard 
on him, and he was successful,” 
Dutrow said. 

By the early 1980s, Dickie 
Dutrow and other Maryland 
horsemen perceived that the 
money lay to the north in New 
York. Rising costs of training 
horses meant that big claim¬ 
ing stables such as Dutrow’s 
struggled for profitability while 
smaller stables of better-quality 
horses could go after the big 
pri 2 es with lower overhead. 


He moved his opera¬ 
tion to New York in 1984, 
and his sons went with him. 
He enjoyed almost immedi¬ 
ate success with $1.9 miUion- 
earner King’s Swan, the aptly 
described “King of Aqueduct” 
who became a Grade 1 winner 
in the 1986 Vosburgh Stakes. 

At the time, Dutrow’s New 
York stable was relatively small, 
and future Hall of Fame trainer 
Bobby Frankel came by while 
looking to buy some runners. 
By then well estabhshed on 
the West Coast, Frankel noted 
that all three sons were work¬ 
ing for their father, and he saw 
an opportunity. Major owner 
Bertram Firestone had hired 
Frankel to train for him, and 
the new chent insisted on an 
East Coast presence near his 
Virginia home. 

Tony Dutrow was tabbed 
to manage Frankel’s New York 
division, and that arrangement 
lasted for nearly two years, until 
Firestone moved his horses to 
Bin Mott. Frankel transferred 
Tony to Cahfornia to refine his 
skills, and in 1987 Tony went 
on his own with his mentor’s 
encouragement. 

Frankel was a marvelous 
teacher, Dutrow said. “Bobby 
was very eager to share all of 
his knowledge with anyone 
who wanted to learn. He was 
overwhelmingly cooperative. 
All of what Bobby did made 
sense. He could relate what he 
wanted to accomphsh in a very 
methodical way.” 

FIRST STAKES 
WINNER 

Tony Dutrow returned to 
New York, where he won his 
first stakes race with Firey 
Challenge, in Belmont Park’s 
1987 Prioress Stakes-G3. His 
father continued to enjoy suc¬ 
cess, notably with his home¬ 
bred millionaire Lite the Fuse, 
winner of the Carter Handi- 
cap-Gl and Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash Stakes-G2 in 
1995 and ’96. But, sadly, the 
senior Dutrow was not to 
remain much longer on the 
scene; diagnosed with pan¬ 
creatic cancer, he died at his 
Maryland home on February 
19, 1999, at the age of 61. 


By then, Tony Dutrow and 
wife, Kim, had moved their 
young family back to Maryland. 

The breakthrough horse 
arrived in Tony’s Laurel barn 
in 2000 when Florida owner 
Harold Queen sent him Burn¬ 
ing Roma. Bred in Kentucky 
by Will Farish, the Rubiano 
colt out of the Overskate mare 
While Rome Burns really could 
burn up the track. He won his 
first career start at Laurel under 
jockey Rick Wilson by eight 
and a quarter lengths and then 
won Laurel’s Prince George 
Park Stakes before taking on 
the heavy hitters in New York. 
In the Futurity Stakes-Gl, 
Burning Roma finished second 
by a nose but was elevated 
to first on the disqualification 
of City Zip. Queen’s colt sub¬ 
sequently finished fourth to 
Macho Uno in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile-G1. 

At 3, Burning Roma won 
Monmouth Park’s Long Branch 
Breeders’ Cup and four other 
stakes and was third to Point 
Given in the Haskell Invita¬ 
tional Handicap-Gl. In five 
years of racing, his earnings 
totaled $1,500,200. 

Tony built a solid core of 
chents in Maryland, including 
Alvin Akman (a former mem¬ 
ber of the Maryland Racing 
Commission, as well as a co¬ 
owner of King’s Swan) and 
Skeedattle Associates (the 
perennially successful part¬ 
nership of Willie White, Lou 
Rehak and Bob Orndorf^. 

His best runners of that era 
included graded stakes winners 
Touch Love, Randaroo and 
Willa On the Move as well as 
Native Heir, whom he trained 
at 3 and 4 to win six stakes. 

But as electronic gaming 
revitali 2 ed Delaware and prom¬ 
ised better purses in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Dutrow decided to make 
the move to Pennsylvania. 

He saw the opportunity a 
year before slots were autho- 
ri 2 ed in Pennsylvania and more 
than three years before the first 
machine began to operate at 
Parx in late 2006. “I wanted to 
get in there. I didn’t want to get 
shut out,” said Dutrow, who 
arrived in Pennsylvania with 
just a few horses. “After a year 


or two, it was a completely dif¬ 
ferent world. I was fortunate.” 

He and Kim, a horsewoman 
who grew up working on show 
farms on Long Island, N.Y, 
eventually settled in Newtown, 
Pa., about 10 miles north of 
Parx. Married since 1992, the 
couple has three sons, aU stu¬ 
dents at Council Rock High 
School: Anthony is a senior 
and contemplating his college 
career; John is a sophomore; 
and James is a freshman. 

Newtown is close to Inter¬ 
state 95, which connects the 
trainer to his New York and 
Delaware stables. “It is a per¬ 
fect location,” he said. 

Last fall, Dutrow had 30 
horses each at Parx and Dela¬ 
ware Park, and 10 at Aqueduct. 
During the winter, a reshuffling 
occurred, with 30 horses going 
to Oaklawn Park. Ultimately, he 
expects that his stable will be 
limited to Parx and Delaware. 

“I want to be with my horses 
every day,” he said. 

Dutrow considers himself 
“truly blessed and humbled” 
by his principal clients, who 
in addition to Akman consist 
of New York-based developer 
Michael Dubb and his partners; 
Mercedes Stables LLC (Ernie 
Moody and Madeleine Paulson 
Pickens); Mr. and Mrs. William 
K. Warren; and Ahmed Zayat’s 
Zayat Stables. 

Asked to name the best 
horse he has trained, Dutrow 
hesitated before settling on 
Seattle Smooth, the daughter 
of Quiet American whom he 
saddled to victory in six stakes, 
including the 2009 running of 
the Grade 1 Ogden Phipps, for 
Mercedes Stables. In 14 career 
starts, Seattle Smooth earned 
just over $1 million. 

Last year’s Fit 2 Dixon Cotil- 
hon Stakes-G2 winner. Fox 
HiU Farm’s Havre de Grace (by 
Saint Liam), also rates at the 
top of Dutrow’s list. 

And no account of Dutrow’s 
career would be complete 
without mentioning Smart and 
Fancy, the filly whom Dutrow 
purchased for $47,000 at the 
2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale and 
raced in parmership to win 11 
stakes, place in 11 others, and 
earn $826,433. The all-time 
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Tony Dutrow’s breakthrough runner arrived in 2000, when Haroid Queen’s 
Burning Roma iaunched his career as a Grade 1 winner of $1.5 miiiion.

leading money-earner for her 
sire, Not For Love, the Mid- 
Atlantic region’s number one 
stallion. Smart and Fancy was 
‘‘so special in a lot of ways,” 
said Dutrow “She earned near¬ 
ly $900,000 and never had a big 
payday” 

The bevy of 2010 stars, in 
addition to Rightly So (by Read 
the Foomotes), who captured 
two graded stakes for Zayat 
Stable, included Mercedes 
Stables’s Spacy Tracy, whom 
Dutrow sent out to consecutive 
stakes victories in the Justakiss 
Stakes at Delaware Park and 
Top Fhght Handicap-G2 at 
Aqueduct in late November. 
The Awesome Again mare has 
won six of 10 starts and earned 
$240,690. Also a two-time 
stakes winner was the Warrens’ 
Liam’s Dream, who annexed 
Aqueduct’s Cicada Stakes-G3. 

EVANS CONNECTION 

Few trainer/owner connec¬ 
tions have been as rewarding as 
the one between Dutrow and 
leading Virginia breeder/owner 
Edward P. Evans (who sadly 
died on December 31 as this 
magaxine was going to press). 
He trained Evans’s homebred 
Tale of the Cat fiUy Cat Moves 
to victory in the 2009 Prioress 
Stakes-G1. 

And in 2010, Dutrow fol¬ 
lowed up with two home¬ 
bred graded stakes winners 
for Evans. A Little Warm, a 
Stormin Fever colt out of the 
Alydar mare Minidar, won 
the Spectacular Bid Stakes 
at Gulfstream Park last win¬ 
ter and then was taken off 
the Triple Crown trail follow¬ 


ing second-place finishes in 
the Hutcheson Stakes-G2 and 
Louisiana Derby-G2. 

After an allowance victory 
at Delaware Park in late June, A 
Little Warm swept to victory in 
Saratoga’s Jim Dandy Stakes- 
G2. He subsequently finished 
fifth in the Travers Stakes-Gl 
and was a close third in the 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2. A 
Little Warm was being pointed 
for the Breeders’ Cup Dirt 
Mile-Gl when he suffered leg 
fractures and was retired. 

Evans’s Dixie Union filly 
Dixie City showed speed in 
the Demoiselle Stakes-G2 at 
Aqueduct in late November 
and won by three and a quarter 
lengths. She was expected to 
accompany Dutrow to Oak- 
lawn and target top 3-year-old 
distaff competition this spring. 

REID RELATIONSHIP 

Another major figure in 
Dutrow’s career has been Mark 
Reid, the former trainer who 
is managing partner of Walnut 
Green bloodstock agency in 
West Grove, Pa. Reid, Dutrow 
and James DiCicco acquired 
Walnut Green from Russell 
Jones Jr. and the late Richard 
1. G. Jones in September 2005. 

Reid’s association with the 
Dutrow family began soon 
after his graduation from the 
University of Maryland, when 
he went to work for Dickie 
Dutrow. 

“We’ve been big buddies 
since before we started train¬ 
ing,” Tony Dutrow said of his 
relationship with Reid, who 
remembered the current gener¬ 
ation as youngsters around their 


father’s shedrow. The brothers 
“came on the weekends and 
drove us all cra 2 y,” Reid said. 
“They were pains in the butt.” 

At the same time, Reid 
noticed that Tony initially was 
the one most committed to the 
racing game. 

“He was always the most 
serious and most sensitive one,” 
Reid said. They maintained a 
casual relationship until Reid 
was training in New York in 
the 1980s and 1990s. “I noticed 
Tony was doing a great job 
with cheap horses,” Reid said. 
“After I retired and started buy¬ 
ing and selling horses, I started 
sending clients’ horses to him. 
It’s expanded over the years.” 

It was Dutrow who encour¬ 
aged Reid to develop a busi¬ 
ness relationship with Bobby 
Frankel. Among the horses 
that Reid found for Frankel 
was Medagha d’Oro, purchased 
after a maiden win early in his 
3-year-old season in 2002 for 
owner Edmund Gann (a Grade 
1 winner at 3,4 and 5, Medagha 
d’Oro is now as weU-known as 
the sire of Horse of the Year 
Rachel Alexandra). Reid also 
recommended Grade 1 win¬ 
ners You and Peace Rules to 
Frankel. 

When he was ready to pur¬ 
chase Walnut Green, Reid invit¬ 
ed Dutrow to join the owner¬ 
ship group. “Every chent I get, 
I don’t think I could put them 
with anyone better,” Reid said. 

The retired trainer, who 
handled large stables at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, Garden State Park 
and New York, is impressed 
with Dutrow’s abihty to keep 


up with every facet of his 
expansive business. 

“He has a mind that’s made 
for organization,” Reid said. 
“He has it aU in his head, and 
he has total recall.” 

Also, Dutrow is not afraid 
to dash Reid’s hopes if they 
turn out to be mistaken. “He’s 
brutally honest, which you 
have to be. He’ll let me know 
when he doesn’t think a horse 
is going to work out the way I 
had hoped,” Reid said. 

MORE HILLS 
TO CLIMB 

Dutrow experienced a set¬ 
back in late 2010 when Fox 
HiU Farm owner Rick Porter’s 
horses went back to trainer 
Larry Jones. Upon Jones’s 
“retirement” in 2009, Porter 
selected Dutrow to fill the 
breach, but Jones is now back 
in action, and Dutrow’s stable 
has lost the tikes of Winslow 
Homer, whom Tony sent out 
to win Gulfstream Park’s Holy 
Bull Stakes-G3, as well as the 
ultratalented Havre de Grace. 

Although he betrays no ran¬ 
cor, the decision to move the 
Fox HiU horses back to Larry 
Jones stung and disappointed 
him. “I have to respect Rick’s 
decision,” he said. “He and 
Larry have had a lot of success 
together. But I will miss him 
and his horses. 

“I was very fortunate to 
be the person that Rick chose 
when Larry retired. I am look¬ 
ing forward to the stable that’s 
going to come in and replace 
Fox HiU ” *

digit gains but buy-back rate 
hits all-time high at Fasig-Tipton

A bitterly cold and windy 
Monday, December 6, 
warmed up late in the 
afternoon at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December Mixed 
sale in Timonium when the 
3-year-old Bowman’s Band filly 
Baltimore Belle exited the ring 
as the $130,000 sales topper, 
going to well-known Virginia 
breeder R. Larry Johnson. 

A supplement to the catalog 
from agent Sally Thomas, to 
dissolve the parmership of 
Kaygar/Gerc2ak (see sidebar), 
Baltimore Belle was the next to 
last horse to enter the ring. 
Winner of the 2010 Maryland 
Million Oaks in October and 
second in her most recent start. 


the Twixt Stakes at Laurel Park 
on November 13, she has 10 
wins and placings, and earnings 
of $140,814, from 13 career 
starts. 

Baltimore BeUe hails from a 
distinguished Maryland family. 
A half-sister to multiple 2010 
stakes winner and graded 
stakes-placed Baltimore Bob 
($271,880, Henry S. Clark S, 
etc.) and stakes winner Gabi- 
anna ($136,610, The Very One 
S), Baltimore BeUe is out of 
Gabby’s Love (by Perkin War- 
beck), a stakes-placed fiiU sister 
to War Hostage ($223,889, 
Humphrey S. Finney S, etc.). 
This is also the family of horse 
of the year Skip Away. 


‘T purchased her as a racing 
prospect,” said Johnson. ‘‘She 
is a big, scopey filly from a nice 
family of runners who get bet¬ 
ter as they get older. She’U do it 
aU-run short, long, on dirt or 
grass-she’s very versatile. 

“Buying her was a bit impul¬ 
sive.

FoUowing a national trend 
at mixed sales last fall, there 
were positive signs at the 
December sale. Gross and 
average rose subs tantiaUy over 
last year’s significant drop. 
Gross receipts were $968,100 
for 158 horses sold, up 24.7 
percent from 2009, when 169 
horses brought $776,300. And 
the average climbed 33.4 per¬ 
cent over last year’s figure, from 
$4,593 to $6,127. Removing the 
sales topper from the equation 
(that price was nearly four 
times the next-highest figure), 
the average for the 2010 sale 
would stiU have been 16 per¬ 
cent higher than a year ago. 

But a StiU struggUng econo¬ 
my yielded negative figures as 
weU. The median remained 
unchanged at $2,000. And a 
staggering total of 120 horses, 
or 43.2 percent, faUed to attain 
their reserve. The RNA figure 
was by far the highest in the 
27-year history of the sale. 

Eight horses sold for 
$25,000 or more. The second- 
highest price was $35,000 for 
the broodmare/racing pros¬ 
pect Holly’s Way. The now 
5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Seattie Fitz (Arg), 
winner of the 2009 Malvern 
Rose Stakes at Presque Isle 
Downs and first or second in 
nine of her 15 career starts

Dr. John R.S. Fisher: 
a trainer and so 
much more

T he assignment sounded 
easy. Write a column about 
Dr. John R.S. Fisher- 
about the man, the trainer, his 
life, his retirement. 

No problem. 


I lived with the story for 
a couple of weeks, turning it 
over and over in my mind. 
Doc Fisher has been a horse 
trainer, but more than that. A 
veterinarian who never prac¬ 


ticed, who enjoys the quality of 
hfe and appreciates the jour¬ 
ney as much as the destina¬ 
tion. Knows as much about 
the Mann Booker Award as 
the Eclipse Award. Read clas¬ 
sic books as often as condi¬ 
tion books. Won two Maryland 
Hunt Cups riding his own 
Landing Party, and a couple of 
championships as the rider/ 
trainer of Island Stream and 
Juggernaut II. 

I recall the time he showed 
me his stopwatch after turf 
sprinter Smart Enough broke 
a land-speed record at Fair 
Hill Training Center. I think 
about the time when he rode 
Juggernaut at Fair HiU in the 
late ’70s, when I was a kid and 
he was a father. He seemed so 
old then. 

Each path leads to another 
path which leads to another 
path and the assignment con¬ 
tinues to dawdle in my mind. 
I feel pressure to get it right, 
to give him his due. Not sure 
why Fm stuck thinking about it 
rather than writing about it, so 
I start thinking about that. It’s 
becoming the demolition derby 
of columns-I guess because 
he was one of my first readers, 
one of my first supporters, a 
guy who always picked me up 
and spurred me to do more 
than be a horse bum. 

When my brother Joe and I 
Steeplechase Times in 1994, 
I was a jockey first, writer sec¬ 
ond. I rode first call for Fisher’s 
son. Jack. We were both strug¬ 
gling to get started. I wore Dr. 
Fisher’s pink and green silks 
aboard horses hke SasseUo. 

Dr. Fisher hked the way I 
rode, but he really Hked the way 
I wrote. I remember him as one 
of the first. I struggled with the 
right to write; he helped knock 
that chip from my shoulder. 
One of the first who looked 
at me and thought: you can 
be more than a broken-down 
jump jockey trying to quell 
the ghosts and break insular 
records that only mean some¬ 
thing to the ghosts. 

He congratulated me for a 
fine season back in 1994.1 said 


I couldn’t have done it without 
Jack. He said Jack couldn’t have 
done it without me. That’s Dr. 
Fisher. 

Great man. I’ve known him 
aU my Hfe. Never seen him get 
mad, never seen him in a hurry, 
never heard anybody begrudge 
him, never heard him without 
an encouraging word or at least 
a fresh perspective. 

Smooth as melted choco¬ 
late, Fisher did it the tight way. 
In a world that can put helter 
on skelter, Fisher, who turns 
75 in March, managed to train 
horses the way it was meant to 
be done: loyal owners, mainly 
turf runners, stay in one place 
year-round, slow down in the 
winter, gear up in the spring, 
Hve on a farm, train at a train¬ 
ing center, take a vacation, win 
races but don’t let it define you. 
Don’t blow it as a dad because 
you want to break a record. 

Fisher could talk horses, but 
he could also talk anything. He 
had the vision to create Fair 
Hill Training Center from a 
hay field of state land in the 
hamlet of Fair Hill, Md. He 
attracted owners such as Fit 2 
Dixon and Peggy Augustus’s 
Keswick Farm and kept them 
forever. He served on Highland 
Township’s planning com¬ 
mission and on the boards of 
other non-profit organizations. 
He skis the Hobacks in Jackson 
Hole and hunts Daring Derek 
in the first flight with Cheshire 
Foxhounds in Pennsylvania. 
He raised three successful and 
independent children who have 
spread their wings to become 
an orthopedic surgeon, an 
environmental consultant and 
a leading steeplechase trainer. 
WeU read, Fisher was the guy 
giving out books to fledgHng 
j ournalists - everything from 
RusseU Baker’s The Good Times 
to John Krakauer’s Into Thin Air. 

Raised in Baltimore, Md., 
Fisher parked himself at his 
cousin Janon Fisher’s farm, 
learning to love timber racing 
and foxhunting and everything 
that came with it. He swam and 
wrestled at Cornell, earning the 
nickname Cactus, before grad- 
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uating from the University of 
Pennsylvania's vet school. 

After working at New Bol¬ 
ton Center in Kennett Square, 
Pa., Fisher, along with his wife, 
Dolly, bought a farm in Gum 
Tree, Pa., in the AOs and they 
began their journey. George 
Weymouth's Island Stream and 
the Fishers' Landing Party 
came along quickly. The former 
captured a timber champion¬ 
ship in 1969 and the latter won 
the Maryland Hunt Cup in 
1969 and 1971. Fire Control 
won a steeplechase champion¬ 
ship in 1976. Juggernaut won 
everything there was to win 
with his long, lanky amateur 
jockey/trainer folded up on 
him hke he climbed out of a 
suitcase. 

Eventually, Fisher turned 
from the jumpers to the flat 
horses, giving the ride on Jug¬ 
gernaut to Jack, and steadily 
pHed his trade. He didn't set the 
world on fire training horses, 
but he was never about that. 
He was the gentleman, steady 
and solid, as much college pro¬ 
fessor as horse trainer, a loyal 
man with loyal help and loyal 
clients. 

Since 1976, Fisher won 816 
races for nearly $16 million in 
earnings. He trained 2005 
Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ner Play Bingo and a number 
of other quality runners includ¬ 
ing Dr. Kashnikow, Society 
Hill, Futurist, Brave Note (Ire) 
and Smart Enough. The latter 
capped his career by traveling up 
and down the East Coast to 
compete against top mrf sprint¬ 
ers. When the veteran horse 
bowed his tendon in the spring 
last year at age 7, the veteran 
trainer knew it was time to go. 

‘d was thinking maybe 
another year [of training]; I 
often said I was going to stick 
around until Smart Enough 
left," Fisher said. ‘‘He's such 
a brilliant horse and to have 
a horse like him is an experi¬ 
ence very few people get. I 
didn't want to give up on that. 
I guess I followed through with 
it; when he got hurt, I got more 
serious about it." 


Bred by Fit 2 Dixon and 
owned by Edith Dixon, Smart 
Enough won 12 races from 22 
starts for $873,317, competing 
in 19 consecutive stakes. Fisher 
turned out the gelding at his 
farm and plans to get him ready 
for another campaign this year, 
doing the early work on the 
farm before handing him off 

“I'm not totally out of the 
racing," Fisher said. “He's 
enough for me." 

Fisher began with four-mile 
specialists. Landing Party and 
Island Stream, who were timed 
with hourglasses as they climbed 
the hiUs of Pennsylvania. By 
the end, Fisher was training 
Smart Enough, timed with 
lasers over a synthetic surface 
called Tapeta. 

“It was a httle bit of an acci¬ 
dent; I backed into it when I 
had the two good timber 
horses," Fisher said. “They 
would win on back-to-back 
weeks. They were exceedingly 
good horses-it looked like an 
easy game to me." 

Fisher made it look easy, 
avoiding a numbers game while 
perfecting a formula that kept 
him vibrant but not flat-out. 
Even after announcing his 
retirement and selling his busi¬ 
ness and barn to NiaU SaviUe, 
nothing felt that different. 

“I never got to the point 
where I was sour about getting 
up and going to Fair HiU in 
the morning," Fisher said. “It 
wasn't Hke, ‘Wow, here we go, 
I can finally do what I want to 
do.' I never had that feeHng, I 
guess because I never had a day 
where I didn't enjoy the train¬ 
ing. Obviously some days a lot 
more than others, but I never 
felt Hke, ‘Oh, God, I have this 
yoke around my neck and I've 
got to go out there and do my 
thing.' I didn't feel that way, so 
the day after wasn't that big a 
change." 

Fisher was already on to his 
next book, his next local mis¬ 
sion, his next road trip to fox¬ 
hunt with Jack, his next jaunt 
to the top of Jackson Hole 
Mountain where a man can see 
for miles and miles. ^

L aurel Park’s fall meet con¬ 
cluded on December 18 
with Maryland natives 
Chris Grove and Forest 
Boyce finishing at the top 
of the year-round trainer and 
jockey standings. 

Grove saddled 57 winners 
at the major Maryland tracks 
during the year, four more than 
Scott Lake. The latter closed 
his Maryland operation in the 
spring but continued to race at 
Laurel and Pimlico. Grove won 
the Laurel winter and summer 
titles and enjoyed a remarkable 
stakes double in February with 
Sweet Goodbye in the Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap-G2 and 
Greenspring in the General 
George Handicap-G2. 

The 41 -year-old hfelong 
horseman, a son of former 
jockey/now steward Phil 
Grove, saddled four con¬ 
secutive winners at Laurel on 
August 14. His impact extend¬ 
ed beyond Maryland, as his 
stable registered a total of 95 
victories and more than $2.1 
million in purse earnings. 

With 18 wins apiece, 
Richard W. (Dickie) Small 
and John Rigattieri tied for 
the faU training title. Hamilton 
Smith and Ferris Allen fin¬ 
ished in a tie for third, one win 
behind the leaders. 

Buoyed by Blind Date’s tri¬ 
umphs in the Maryland Million 
Distaff and All Brandy Stakes, 
William M. (Bill) Backer 
earned the most wins and most 
purses to take the fall owner’s

crown. Backer’s horses won 10 
races from 43 starts to earn 
$247,640, about $50,000 ahead 
of Robert E. MeyerhofPs 
Fitzhugh LLC. 

Boyce won the fall title 
(40 wins ahead of her near¬ 
est rivals, Julian Pimentel and 
Erick Rodrigue 2 ) and finished 
the year with 104 victories at 
Laurel and Pimlico. Rodrigue 2 
finished second in the overall 
standings with 99 wins. Boyce 
made a big splash at the short 
Laurel summer meet, taking 
that title, and rode the wave. 
The 26-year-old won 71 races 
during the faU meet, and had 
two four-win days. A gradu¬ 
ate of Garrison Forest School 
and the Maryland Institute 
CoUege of Art, Boyce gradu¬ 
ated from the apprentice ranks 
in December. In aU, she had 
129 wins and over $2 million 
in purses. 

Maryland-breds made up 
the stakes schedule during the 
fall (see writeups on page 4 of 
The Maryland Horse newsletter). 
Mrs. J.WY. Martin’s Music 
Please won the Squan Song 
Stakes for trainer Rodney 
Jenkins. The trainer also sad¬ 
dled EUen Charles’s HUlwood 
Stable runner Love’s Reason 
to win the Maryland Juvenile 
Filly Championship. Con¬ 
cealed Identity picked up the 
Maryland Juvenile Champion¬ 
ship Stakes for Linda Gaudet 
and Morris Bailey. Eddie 
Gaudet trained the winner. 

Capixaba ran the table to 
six wins from six starts at the 
fall meet, culminating in an 
aUowance score on December 
17 for trainer Linda Albert and 
Rebate Stable. Forest Boyce 
guided the gelded son of 
Wildcat Heir to another front¬ 
running score. 

Ferris AUen trained Capix¬ 
aba for his first two wins of the 
streak but lost the then 3-year- 
old to Albert for a $7,500 tag 
on October 11.

He became the sixth trainer 
in North American history to 
win 5,000 races. Only Dale 
Baird (9,445), Jack Van Berg

(5,837) and Steve Asmussen 


(5,691) previously achieved the 
mark. 

Lake began his march to 
6,000 quickly, winning the next 
race with Home Team Stables’s 
Flight to Eden. 

Lake, who won his first race 
in 1987, has scaled down his 
operation from an all-time high 
several years ago of 287 horses 
at eight different tracks to 
about 70 horses at two tracks. 

‘‘It was very tough to leave 
Maryland but Lm glad to get 
the 5,000th win here,” Lake 
said. “The next thousand is 
going to be a lot harder, I 
know that. But Lm a lot happi¬ 
er with 70 horses. I think there 
is a 10-year window; if you 
really focus hard you can do 
really well. My old boss Bruce 
[Kravets] never took a day off 
He used to say, ‘This is my day 
off; I love what Lm doing.’ You 
can’t keep going hke that.” 


From 2000 to ’09, Lake fin¬ 
ished first or second nationally 
in wins each year; he topped 
the Maryland standings from 
2005 to 2009. 

Veteran jockey Mario Pino 
reached a career milestone on 
December 9 when he guided 
Star Anna to victory for win 
number 6,300. The 49-year-old 
Marylander won his first race 
in 1979, when guiding Ed’s 
Desire to victory at Bowie. He 
is now the 15th-winningest 
jockey (and counting) in North 
America. 

A Maryland mainstay for 
years, Pino wants to reach the 
top 10 in career victories. He’ll 
need about 170 wins to secure 
a spot behind Russell Baze, 
Laffit Pincay, Bill Shoemaker, 
Pat Day, David GaU, Chris 
McCarron, Angel Cordero, 
Jorge Velasquez, EarHe Fires 
and Sandy Hawley. Longtime 
Maryland rival Edgar Prado 


was closing in on Hawley at the 
end of 2010. 

Mary Wiley-Wagner, who 
came out of retirement after 
competing in Pimlico’s Lady 
Legends for the Cure race last 
May, won for the first time in 
nearly 14 years when she guided 
Murmur Farm’s Sonata Brae 
to victory on November 26. 
Wiley-Wagner, who rode the 
Tim Keefe-trained fiUy in each 
of her first five career starts, 
including four consecutive in- 
the-money finishes, announced 
her (second) retirement imme¬ 
diately after the win. 

The 47-year-old wife of 
Laurel/Pimhco’s head starter 
Bruce Wagner ranked among 
the top five apprentices in the 
nation in 1987, with 148 victo¬ 
ries, and retired in 1997 to start 
a family. 

Wiley-Wagner joined retired 
female jockeys Gwen Jocson, 
Andrea Seefeldt, Mary Russ,

“Running him sparingly, Ian 
McKinlay attending to his feet, 
and his groom, Hermenedo 
Mendo 2 a, knowing him from 
head to toe has been the key 
to his longevity,” Lapidus said. 
“He wasn’t too friendly when 
we claimed him but by treating 
him kindly he’s a much nicer 
horse to be around, though 
when he sees me get out of the 
car, he starts prancing and bob¬ 
bing his head in his stall.” 

Lapidus claimed Let Me 
Be Frank in March 2008 for 
$5,000 after the veteran had 
survived 24 starts in 2007 
when running predominantly 
for a $4,000 claiming price 


at Suffolk. Let Me Be Frank 
immediately paid dividends, 
winning the Deputed Testa¬ 
rn ony and Maryland Milhon 
Starter Handicaps, and earning 
more than $70,000 for his new 
connections that year. 

Let Me Be Frank scored four 
consecutive wins in late 2009 
and early 2010, then was on 
the sidelines until September. 
It took five tries to get back 
to the winner’s circle upon his 
return. More than half of his 
hfetime earnings of $235,262 
have come in Lapidus’s colors. 

“He gets his game face on 
for race day; he appears to 
want to win and seems fuU of 
himself when he wins and mad 
when he loses,” said Lapidus. 
“He’s not a classic-looking 
horse, but he tries hard to win 
and loves to run. He’s an over¬ 
achiever.” ^ 



Der Meister broke his maiden 
at Parx Racing on September 
11, 2 ipping five furlongs in 
:57.36 while defeating eventual 
stakes winner Ucan’tcme. 

A fourth-place finish in a 
Parx allowance on October 
24, in which he vied for the 
lead before fading, set up Der 


Meister nicely for the seven- 
furlong Pennsylvania Nursery. 
He was sent off as the fourth 
betting choice behind favored 
Mr. Valentine, a first-time 
starter from the barn of Jason 
Servis. 

Under jockey Jose Flores, 
Der Meister shot straight to 


the lead, maintained a half- 
length advantage over Cohn 
O’Ryan around the turn, and 
then accelerated rapidly turn¬ 
ing for home. The son of Out 
of Place was never serious¬ 
ly threatened down the lane, 
and he flashed under the wire 
unfa 2 ed by the game efforts of 
second-place finisher Running 
Tap, with Lucky Lewis a nose 
behind in third. The time was 
y 1:25.04. 

I The victory was Der 
I Meister’s second from four 
^ starts, and he earned $55,080, 
boosting his total to $92,340. 

Rojas purchased the chest¬ 
nut colt for $3,000 as a yearhng 
at the 2009 Keeneland January 
Horses of All Ages sale. She 
was attracted to him, she said, 
because he had a white spot on 
his back, and she’s always been 
partial to horses with white 
spots.

The track mark fell to Silver 
Sword, who led aU the way to 
win a $7,500 claiming race by 
seven lengths in 1:02.19, eclips¬ 
ing the mark of 1:02.49 set 
by Just Don in October 2009. 
Silver Sword, who returned to 
competition last faU at age 5 
following an 11-month layoff, 
is owned and trained by Peter 
Ka 2 amias.

The Pioneering gelding 
was piloted by Emma-Jayne 
Wilson, who decided to make 
Parx Racing her home for the 
winter. 

During her apprentice 
year in 2005, Wilson won a 
record 175 races at Woodbine 
and more than $7.4 million in 
purses, becoming just the third 
apprentice rider to win the rid¬ 
ing title after Sandy Hawley and 
Mickey Walls. She was voted 
the Sovereign Award in Canada 
and Echpse Award in the U.S. 


for outstanding apprentice 
rider, a rare double. 

In 2007, Wilson piloted 
Mike Fox to victory in the 
Queen's Plate at Woodbine, 
becoming the first female rider 
to win that prestigious clas¬ 
sic. Since then, she has been 
among the top jockeys at the 
Canadian track by number of 
wins and purses earned. 

In August, she sustained 
a lacerated liver in a spiU at 
Woodbine, and was briefly 
sidelined. 

‘‘The decision for me to 
go to Parx was that it was 
a location that was close to 
home and they have decent 
purses," she said. “In fact, they 
have probably some of the best 
purses in the States right now. 
Plus, I could get a lot busier 
than I could in some of the 
warmer locales, so I'm hoping 
to exploit those oppormnities 
as well. The cold doesn't bother 
me, so we'U set up shop there 
and ride as many winners as 
possible." ^

HER REIGN AT 
CHARLES TOWN

A S the trainer of the up- 
and-coming undefeated 
West Virginia-bred filly 
Princess Cecilia, Pennsyl¬ 
vania-based Richard Vega has 
had more than a few suspense¬ 
ful moments. 

Such was the case in the 
$50,000 Eleanor Casey Memo¬ 


rial Stakes on December 18. 
Despite her stamre as even- 
money favorite among a strong 
field of state-bred juvenile fil¬ 
hes, the daughter of Sharp 
Humor out of Ceciha’s Crown, 
by Chief’s Crown—winner of 
her three previous starts, 
including a half-length victory 
in the West Virginia Triple 
Crown Nutrition Breeders 
Classic Stakes in October-did 
not make it look easy. 

In her second outing at 
seven furlongs. Princess Cecilia 
turned in a ragged break under 
jockey Kendrick Carmouche, 
who settled her by taking her 
far wide on the frozen track. 

“At the top of the stretch, 
we got a little concerned,” Vega 
said. “Whenever she’s hung 
out there four lengths wide. . . 
You’d expect for her to be up 


front, and it wasn’t like that. 
She had to work for it.” 

Princess Ceciha made 
her move around the turn, 
along with second choice and 
eventual runner-up Golden 
Debutante, as they ralhed to 
run down leader Bonnie de 
Castle. Princess Ceciha beat 
Golden Debutante to the wire, 
by a neck, to score in 1:26.67. 

“She’s a nice horse,” Vega 
said of the filly who is owned by 
his fiancee Barbara Armstrong 
and Gavin-Ty Racing LLC. 
“She keeps on winning by this 
much but that’s all we need 
for her. 

“I’m thinking she’ll be 
better as a 3-year-old,” Vega 
added. “I’m thinking she got 
a httle tired today. The track is 
frozen. . . We weren’t counting 
on that, but it’s winter time.” 


The Eleanor Casey was 
reduced to five starters only 
moments before the race 
when Slew of Bullets (part of 
trainer OUie Figgins Ill’s entry) 
and Short HiU Kit Kat were 
injured in the starting gate and 
scratched. 

Longtime Charles Town 
breeder/owner/trainer Eddie 
Householder returned to the 
winner’s circle thanks to his 
homebred colt Banxiousfor- 
nothing in the seven-furlong, 
$50,000 West Virginia Futurity 
on November 27. 

Part of an entry that includ¬ 
ed Doc’s Dancer, Banxiousfor- 
nothing broke quickly from his 
inside post and tucked in along 
the rail under jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger. With eventual 
runner-up Just Your Way press¬ 
ing him, the son of House- 
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Cat Thief

holder’s home stalhon Peak 
Dancer never could get much 
more than a head advantage 
until the stretch run. From 
there, Dunkelberger turned 
him loose and Banxiousfor- 
nothing responded with a three 
and three-quarter-length win in 
1:29.33 on a fast track. 

Out of the Chimes Band 
mare Valentine’s Chime, Banxi- 
ousfornothing is a fuU brother 
to multiple stakes-placed Come 
Here Oonga. He is the second 
West Virginia Futurity winner 
for his sire, the weU-bred Peak 
Dancer, a son of Mt. Liver¬ 
more who sired 2007 Futurity 
winner Brother Bryant in his 
first crop. With 13 starters 
from 22 foals in his first four 
crops. Peak Dancer is the sire 
of three stakes winners and 
three stakes-placed runners. 


Nancy Terhune’s tremen¬ 
dous gray filly Aspenglow 
capped her 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign with yet another victory, 
sweeping to a five and a quar- 
ter-lengdi score as the prohibi¬ 
tive favorite in a seven-furlong 
allowance on December 19. 
The Gary Capuano trainee 
turned in a winning time of 
1:24.27 on a fast track under 
jockey Travis Dunkelberger. 

Ending the year on a five- 
race winning streak, Aspenglow 
(Lion Hearted—^Holy Princess, 
by Holy Bull) won six of eight 
starts last season, including 
the West Virginia “Cavada” 
Breeders Classic, and earned 
$221,920. Her hfetime record 
is 13 wins from 18 starts, and 
$399,017 in earnings. 

James W. Casey’s ultra-con¬ 
sistent homebred Colonel J W, 


runner-up in the 2010 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic, 
closed out his 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign with a seven-furlong 
allowance win on December 
18. By Casey’s Taylor Mountain 
Farm stallion Windsor Castle 
out of Regency Road, by 
Personal Flag, Colonel J W 
won or placed in each of his 
eight starts last year, earning 
$166,021. His lifetime earnings 
consist of $305,481 from 16 
starts. He has finished on the 
board 15 times. 

Another famihar runner 
made it back to the winner’s 
circle on December 19, when 
O’Sullivan Farms LLC’s ageless 
homebred gelding Raggedy 
Andy, with jockey Larry 
Reynolds up, defeated 2008 
West Virginia Breeders Classic 
winner Ghosdy Thunder by 
a length in an optional claim¬ 
ing race at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. Both horses ran for a 
$16,000 claiming tag, but nei¬ 
ther changed ownership after 
the race. 

Trained by George Yetsook, 
Raggedy Andy, now 9, boosted 
his earnings to $297,160 from 
36 career starts. 

Owner/breeder Anthony 
Pyhotis and trainer Dimitrios 
Synnefias bid farewell to their 
New York-bred filly Divi 
Divi, who changed barns on 
December 2 when trainer Chris 
Englehart claimed the now 
5-year-old daughter of Captain 
Red on behalf of owner Ronald 
Brown. Divi Divi, who ran for 
a $12,500 price in the optional 
claimer, scored by three and a 
quarter lengths on the night she 
changed hands. She finished 
first or second nine times in 
11 outings in 2010 while racing 
primarily at Penn National. 

Touch of Class picked up 
a full second in sprint com¬ 
pany over the course of a 
month. After winning a four 
and a half-furlong allowance on 
November 24 by two lengths 
in :53.18 under jockey Jorge 
Calderon, the mare earned 
another sprint win in :52.17 
on December 10 (upon the 


disquahfication of Southern 
Squall, who finished a head in 
front). 

Touch of Class (2005, 
Wiseman’s Ferry—Trellis, by 
Baederwood), a multiple stakes- 
placed earner of $196,662, is 
owned by Fritts Parmership 
and trained by Ronald Wilt. 

Trainer David Walters and 
owner Michael Miller notched 
a sprint allowance victory on 
December 11 when Backbar 
With Tammy dug in for a 
length and a quarter win under 
jockey Joshua Navarro. The 
now 4-year-old chesmut filly by 
Mogador out of Silent Butler 
(by Black Tie Affair-Ire) had 
been a bridesmaid in her previ¬ 
ous three outings of 2010, aU 
in allowance company, before 
finally breaking through for her 
second career score. 

Trainer/owner Carlos 
McDaniel got another win¬ 
ning effort from Tup Take’ 
Please in a six and a half-fur- 
long allowance on December 
12. Under jockey Alcibiades 
Cortez, the son of R. S. V. 
P. Please handled a sloppy 
track to win by two and a half 
lengths. Unraced until last year 
at age 4, he recorded his fourth 
win from seven starts, and only 
once has he finished worse 
than third. 

The durable Little Shiney 
drew off in open company to 
pick up a seven-furlong allow¬ 
ance victory on December 1 
for owner Chance Romance 
Racing and trainer Larry Myers. 
Jockey Luis Batista rallied the 
daughter of Parker’s Storm 
Cat from sixth at the half-mile 
mark to the front by saving 
ground early. Little Shiney won 
by three and a quarter lengths. 

It was the 16th start of her 
4-year-old season—a schedule 
on which the filly appeared to 
thrive. Little Shiney boasted 
a 2010 record of three wins, 
seven seconds and two thirds, 
for earnings of $107,350.

IN MEMORIAM 


MACK MILLER 

MacKenzie (Mack) Miller, 
the Hall of Fame trainer who 
gained his greatest success with 
homebreds campaigned by the 
late Paul Mellon of Upperville, 
Va., died on December 10 at 
the age of 89. 

A native of Versailles, Ky, 
Mr. Miller served in the U.S. 
Army Air Corps during World 
War II and launched his career 
with horses after the war, work¬ 
ing with broodmares at Calu¬ 
met Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

He gained national prom¬ 
inence as private trainer for 
Charles Engelhard, beginning 
in the mid-1960s. For Mr. 
Engelhard, Mr. Miller devel¬ 
oped grass champions Assagai 
and *Hawau, as well as major 
winners Halo, Mr. Leader and 
Tentam, aU of whom became 
important sires. 

Hired by Mr. Mellon in 
1977, Mr. Miller was involved 
in all phases of that owner’s 


vast Rokeby Farm horse opera¬ 
tion-from planning matings to 
stakes engagements. 

In 1993, Mr. Miller saddled 
Mr. Mellon’s Virginia-bred 
homebred Sea Hero to win 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Travers Stakes-Gl. But Mr. 
Miller pointed to 1987 Travers 
and Whitney Stakes-Gl Java 
Gold as the best horse he had 
ever trained. 

In aU, Mr. Miller trained 72 
stakes winners, including addi¬ 
tional champions LeaUah and 
*Snow Knight and top handi¬ 
cap horses Winter’s Tale and 
Fit to Fight, the latter who 
swept the 1984 “Handicap 
Triple Crown” consisting of 
the Metropohtan, Suburban 
and Brooklyn Handicaps (aU 
Grade 1). 

Mr. Miller retired from 
training in 1995, when the 
Rokeby racing stock underwent 
dispersal. 


EMMA FAVAZZA 

Emma D. Favazza, who 
owned and bred horses with 
her late husband, Frank F. 
Favazza Jr., died on December 
11 at the age of 81. 

The Favazzas owned and 
operated Triple F Stables and 
Triple F Farm in Hunt Valley, 
Md. 

Mr. Favazza, whose Frank 
F. Favazza & Son Construction 
Co. built numerous hotels, 
apartment complexes and office 
buildings in the Baltimore area, 
served on the Maryland Racing 
Commission at the time of his 
death this past August. 

Mrs. Favazza, who had a 
major role in the family busi¬ 
ness as treasurer and interior 
designer, was also active in 
many civic organizations. 

JOHN DU PONT 

John E. du Pont, notori¬ 
ous heir to one of the region’s 


famed families of sportsmen, 
died on December 9, appar¬ 
ently of namral causes, at the 
Laurel Highlands state prison 
in Pennsylvania. He was 72. 

Son of the late renowned 
owner/breeder William F. du 
Pont Jr., who designed and 
founded Delaware Park race 
track, John du Pont was serv¬ 
ing a 13 to 30-year prison term 
for the 1996 killing of David 
Schultz, an Olympic gold 
medal-winning wrestler who 
trained at du Pont’s Foxcatcher 
estate in Newtown Square, Pa. 

Although John du Pont’s 
achievements in the racing 
world were minimal, he made 
headlines when his father’s 
Foxcatcher Farm horses were 
dispersed at a Fasig-Tipton auc¬ 
tion at Timonium in February 
1966, paying $235,000 for the 
broodmare Berio (in foal to 
Cohoes), then a world record 
for a horse at auction.

B Four of the five top riders in 
the nation by number of wins 
in 2000 made their home in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

Chnton Potts, Ramon 
Dominguez, Travis Dunkel- 
berger and Mark Johnston fin¬ 
ished second, third, fourth and 
fifth, respectively, behind the 
perennial leader. West Coast- 
based Russell Baze. The four 
combined to win 1,418 races 
during the year while frequently 
crossing paths at tracks across 
the region. 

Potts was Penn National’s 
leading rider, while Domin¬ 
guez, Dunkelberger and John¬ 
ston spent the majority of the 
year in Maryland. Johnston, 30, 
Maryland’s leading rider of 
2000 (his fourth tide), and oldest 
of the four, said: ‘Tt’s been 
good for me battling out the 
Maryland meets with Ramon.

B Mid-Adantic-based Scott

Twenty differ¬ 
ent colts which asserted their 
greatness with a victory in the 
Preakness carried this intrinsic 
worth into the stud where they 
sired 81 winners of $100,000 or 
more. Further proof by breed¬ 
ing: Five Preakness winners 
have sired Preakness winners.”

B Famed sports caster and 
racing enthusiast Jim McKay 
was to receive the Echpse 
Award of Merit, honoring life¬ 
time achievements in Thor¬ 
oughbred racing. “Jim has given 
Thoroughbred racing much 
of its television identity,” said 
Daily Racing Form editor Steven 
Crist. “. . . no one conveyed 
its thrills and excitement with 
the same voice of enthusiasm.”

B Pennsylvania horsewoman

Grove Farm in Hohcong, Pa., 
in the 1960s. Among the best 
runners bred by Mrs. Paxson 
were co-champion 2-year-old 
filly Candy Eclair and $810,165- 
earner Devil’s Honor.

B “Reports of Rambunctious’s 
death have been gready exag¬ 
gerated (to borrow a phrase 
from Mark Twain),” wrote 
Lucy Acton about the 26-year- 
old stalhon in residence at 
owner Harold Herman’s Red 
Oak Farms in Darhngton, Md. 

Rambunctious was one of 
Herman’s first forays into the 
Thoroughbred breeding busi¬ 
ness. The electronics engineer 
purchased the stalhon in 1967, 
when interest had waned in the 
7-year-old son of *Rasper 11. 
Bred by Mrs. Milton Erlanger 
in New Jersey, Rambunctious 
was a multiple stakes winner at 
2 before fracmring a knee, 
entered stud in his home state 
to httie fanfare, then was 
moved to Glade Valley Farms 
in Frederick, Md., where he 
stood for three years. 

Success smiled on Herman 
immediately following the pur¬ 
chase, as the young stalhon was 
soon represented by such nota¬ 
ble runners as Tearing Around, 
Red Monk and the spectacular 
Rolh eking. Rambunctious’s 
value soared to the point where 
he was syndicated and moved 
to Windfields Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City in 1970, his home 
for the next eight seasons. 

Herman kept one-quarter 
ownership in Rambunctious, 
and when interest once again 
faded, he moved the stalhon 
back to Red Oak Farm in 1978. 
Rambunctious’s daughter, mil- 


honaire Jameela, launched her 
career in 1979. 

“Rambunctious changed 
our whole way of hfe,” said 
Herman. “He made the game 
look easy, and we keep getting 
more and more horses trying to 
find another one hke him.” 

Rambunctious stood through the 
1989 season, siring 26 crops totaling 
347 named foals. The most impor¬ 
tant of his 14 stakes winners were 
leading regional sire Rollicking and 
fameela, the dam of champion 
Gukh. Rambunctious was humanely 
destroyed at the age of 31 on fuly 7, 
1991, and was buried at Red Oak. 
B Robert Meyerhoff’s home¬ 
bred 2-year-old Broad Brush 
recorded his first stakes win by 
taking the Inner Harbor Stakes 
at Laurel Park on December 
21. Winning in a rout, he com¬ 
pleted the mile in 1:35, three- 
fifths off the track record. The 
son of Ack Ack—Hay Patcher, 
by Hoist the Flag, returned two 
weeks later to finish second in 
his 3-year-old bow, missing by a 
nose to Lil Tyler in the Star de 
Naskra Stakes. 

B The MarylandHorsh Echpse 
Award-winning photographic 
director. Skip Ball, resigned 
from his position on January 
31. By his estimate, BaU had 
taken 95,000 photos for the 
magazine since his first, of 
a donkey race at old Bel Air 
track, was pubhshed in the late 
1960s. 

Ball’s Echpse Award was 
for the 1979 photograph of 
Spectacular Bid winning the 
Kentucky Derby. “Maybe after 
a year off I’ll want to take more 
horse photos,” said the 47-year- 
old photographer.

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Year after year since 
the 1960s, good Maryland- 
bred performers have hit the 
ground running at pictur¬ 
esque Buckingham Farm on 
the shores of the Chester River 
on Maryland's Eastern Shore. 

And the farm's proprietor, 
Elizabeth (known to all as Bin¬ 
nie) Houghton, is not about to 
let that change, despite cata¬ 
strophic events of the past few 
years. 

The death of her husband, 
E. Edward (Eddie) Hough¬ 
ton, in August 2008 at the age 
of 67, left Binnie Houghton 
reeling. All but inseparable, 
the couple led a life filled 
with outdoor adventure and 
shared devotion to an array 
of animals-not just raising 
horses but racing and show¬ 
ing mules, and welcoming a 
succession of llamas, zebras 
and other unusual inhabitants 
to the pastures at Buckingham 
Farm. 

Less than a year after los¬ 
ing Eddie, Binnie lost the 
main barn at Buckingham. 
Burned to the ground, of still 
unidentified causes, the build¬ 
ing contained many cherished 
items, including photographs 
and well-worn trappings from 
the earliest years of their mar¬ 
riage, though thankfully no 
animals were inside at the 
time. 


"It's enough to make you 
want to get out of the busi¬ 
ness," concedes Houghton, 
who along with her husband 
raised five Maryland-bred 
champions and winners of 
four Maryland Million Clas¬ 
sics. "But the horse business 
has always been in my blood." 

The good news is that 
Houghton's perseverance was 
rewarded in 2010. 

Buckingham Farm was 
represented as the breeder of 
two stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Fascinatin' Rhythm, who 


carried Houghton's colors to 
victory in two stakes, while 
pushing her earnings to 
$230,823. 

Roaring Lion, now the 
top earner for Maryland sire 
Lion Hearted, furthered his 
fortunes with a duo of stakes 
wins for Repole Stable at 
Monmouth Park. Roaring 
Lion won the 2006 Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship 
Stakes while racing as a home¬ 
bred for the Houghtons and 
was claimed from them in 
the fall of his 3-year-old cam-

paign. His earnings now total 
$493,536 from 30 starts, with 
an additional victory in the 
2009 Maryland Million Sprint. 

Binnie Houghton's love for 
Thoroughbred racing was in¬ 
herited, at least in part, from 
her father, Anderson Fowler, 
who lived in Gladstone, N.J., 
but raised and raced home- 
breds from Buckingham Farm 
and remained a cornerstone 
of Maryland's breeding in¬ 
dustry until his death in 1997. 
Through her late mother, Gen¬ 
evieve Brady Fowler, Hough¬ 
ton is a niece of James Cox 
Brady, the famed breeder and 
one-time chairman of the New 
York Racing Association. 

Her cousins James Cox 
Brady and Nicholas F. Brady 
(who was Secretary of the 
Treasury during the Reagan 
administration) remain ac¬ 
tive in the business under the 
name of Mill House. 

Buckingham Farm is also 
woven through the family his¬ 
tory of 2006 Kentucky Derby- 


G1 winner Barbaro, whose 
eighth dam, the Man o' War 
daughter War Feathers, was 
purchased as a yearling in 1925 
by Houghton's grandfather, 
James Cox Brady, for a then-re- 
cord auction price of $50,500. 

Fascinatin' Rhythm (by 
More Than Ready) hails from 
this same family, her stakes- 
winning dam April Gator be¬ 
ing a daughter of Green Al¬ 
ligator, the Gate Dancer colt 
who carried Anderson Fowl¬ 
er's colors to a fourth-place 
finish in the 1991 Kentucky 
Derby. Green Alligator's dam. 
La Reine Rouge (by King's 
Bishop), is the granddam of 
Barbaro. 

Currently, Binnie Hough¬ 
ton's Thoroughbred stock is 
reduced to five broodmares 
(four to foal in 2011), two year¬ 
lings and two 2-year-olds. She 
has four horses, including 
Fascinatin' Rhythm, in train¬ 
ing with Maryland-based con¬ 
ditioner Richard W. (Dickie) 
Small. 


Not surprisingly, each of 
her broodmares has strong 
roots at Buckingham. They 
consist of: 

• Palliser Bay, a 1992 
daughter of Frosty the Snow¬ 
man—Caro Keri, by Caro 
(Ire), who has produced two 
standouts by leading Mary¬ 
land sire Not For Love: 2004 
Maryland-bred champion 
3-year-old filly He Loves Me, 
a graded winner of $355,698, 
and multiple stakes winner 
For Kisses ($344,056). Pal¬ 
liser Bay raced for the Hough¬ 
tons after being purchased 
for $32,000 at the 1994 Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company 
March 2-year-olds in training 
sale, winning the 1997 Gal- 
lorette Handicap-G3 and two 
other stakes; also six times 
stakes-placed, she earned 
$248,623. She has a 2-year-old 
Langfuhr filly. Barren for 2010, 
Palliser Bay is due to foal this 
season to Not For Love. 

• For Kisses, a foal of 2003 
(see above), owned in partner¬ 
ship with Susie and Wayne 
Chatfield-Taylor. After five 
seasons of racing, she was 
bred for the first time in 2010. 
In foal to Indian Charlie, she's 
booked to Bluegrass Cat. 

• Smartly, 1992, Horatius— 
Carefully Taught, by Majes¬ 
tic Prince. From a long line of 
distinguished runners bred 
by the Bradys, Smartly pro¬ 
duced Roaring Lion as her 
sixth foal, and first stakes per¬ 
former. When Roaring Lion 
won his first stakes at 2, the 
Houghtons had already rele¬ 
gated Smartly to the "back 


field," but they returned her 
to production. She's in foal for 
2011 to Lion Hearted. Smart¬ 
ly raced for the Houghtons, 
winning or placing in 23 of 
38 starts, including a victory 
in the Sham Say Stakes, and 
earning $172,329. 

• Petunia, 1996, Lil E. Tee 
—^Here Comes Betty, by Cox's 
Ridge. A product of the late 
Allaire duPont's breeding 
program. Petunia was pur¬ 
chased by the Houghtons 
for $29,000 at the 1998 Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company 
April sale of 2-year-olds in 
training. A stakes winner 
and graded-placed earner of 
$194,849, she has a Smarty 
Jones yearling. 

• Aunt Elaine, 2003, Char¬ 
ismatic—Annie Cake, by Gate 
Dancer. A winner of $91,190, 
homebred Aunt Elaine is also 
from the family of Barbaro. 
She has a yearling colt by 
Dance With Ravens and is in 
foal for 2011 to Two Punch. 

Also in residence at Buck¬ 
ingham, overseen by longtime 
farm manager Mark Stallings, 
are five ponies, two mules, 
three donkeys and five lla¬ 
mas-along with the farm's 
typically generous array of 
Thoroughbred pensioners 
that includes Foolish Pole, 
the now 18-year-old Polish 
Numbers gelding who won or 
placed in 11 stakes and earned 
$445,850 while campaigning 
as a homebred for Fowler. 

"We take care of them so 
well that they tend to live for¬ 
ever," says Houghton. ^

Christmas came early 
to Linda Gaudet and Morris

ing day of the fall meet at Lau¬ 
rel Park. 

Away alertly in the seven 
and a half-furlong test. Con¬ 
cealed Identity and jockey J.D. 
Acosta were content to back 
off pacesetters Gaelic Partner 
and odds-on favorite Steady 
Warrior as the field raced 
down the backstretch. All five 
runners bunched up on the far 
turn before Concealed Iden¬ 
tity and Steady Warrior edged 
away and were set down for 
the drive. 

A furlong from the wire 
Concealed Identity separated 
from the favorite and contin¬ 
ued on to win by three and a 
half lengths, while stopping 
the clock in 1:32.12, and re¬ 
warding his backers with a 
$17.40 mutuel payoff.

W illiam Thompson’s Ariana D (2006, 
Rock Slide — Derby Tie, by Black Tie 
Affair-Ire) turned in a thrilling perfor¬ 
mance to win the $150,000 Bessarabian 
Stakes on November 21 at Woodbine. 
Dispatched at odds of nearly 19-1, she 
raced in last place for the first half mile of 
the seven-furlong contest, then circled 
eight-wide in the stretch and got up to 
score by a neck. It was the first appear¬ 
ance at Woodbine for the Pennsylvania- 
bred. Thompson had been pointing Ariana 
D toward this race and had her shipped to 
Woodbine and trainer Laurie Silvera. 

Ariana D won the Northern Fling 
Stakes against Pennsylvania-bred compa¬ 
ny earlier in the season, and in her previ¬ 
ous start scored in allowance company at 
Keeneland. The 71-year-old Silvera was 
quoted as saying she is a great-tempered 
filly with good size and very sound. Sil¬ 
vera added that she was not surprised by 
the win. 

Ariana D now has a total of 17 starts, 
seven wins, two seconds and three thirds 
for earnings of $316,187. She was headed 
back to North Carolina and Thompson’s 
Maple Land Farm for well-deserved R&R 
before her 2011 campaign. 

R eggie Beeson’s famous mare Sum¬ 
mer Storm (by Peace for Peace) has 
had another stakes win from her daugh¬ 
ter D’wild Ride (by D’wildcat), who cap¬ 
tured the $75,000 Cornucopia Stakes at 
Parx Racing on November 23, going six 
furlongs in 1:10.00 and scoring by two 
and a half lengths in the final start of her 
5-year-old campaign. Owned by Silly 
Goose Racing and trained by Joe Orseno, 
D’wild Ride has made 31 starts with 11 
wins, six seconds, and four thirds, for 
earnings of $507,720. 

Beeson’s Sophian Stable was also rep¬

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SUMMARY OF 2010 PENNSYLVANIA 
BREEDING AND RACING PROGRAM 


We have just concluded one of the most 
interesting years in the 36-year history of the 
Pennsylvania Breeding Fund (PBF) program, 
and the state's Thoroughbred industry in 
general. 

Back in January 2010, the Pennsylvania 
legislature finally was able to pass a budget 
that included a 17 percent decrease to the 
share of slot money accruing to the Race 
Horse Development Fund (RHDF). Because the 
budget was six months overdue, leadership 
opted to double the assessment to 37 percent 
during the final six months of the fiscal year 
(January through June 2010) in order to get the 
full effect, and the state's racing industry was 
reeling. 

Fortunately, the assessment coincided with the 
opening of the new, permanent facility at Parx 
Racing (Philadelphia Park) and the opening 
of the Category II facility at SugarHouse, and 
much of the money forfeited through the 
doubled assessment was gained back. In July, 
the legislative levy was halved, and by year's 
end, the Breeding Fund had more than $19 
million to distribute. 

The new year may finally bring stability to 
the RHDF. There are no new slot facilities 
expected to open, the legislative assessment 
should remain constant throughout the next 12 
months, and the PA-Bred activity at state tracks 
with all the restricted races has some history. 


The Pennsylvania-Bred overnight restricted race 
program came of age in 2010. The PA-HBPA in 
February opted to support a regular schedule 
of a broad spectrum of such races at Penn 
National that allowed for two per race day, 
and then expanded this policy to Presque Isle 
Downs. Purses for these races are funded from 
the horsemen's account. 

By year's end, PA-HBPA spent more than 
$3 million from its general purse fund for these 
races, and when combined with PBF monies, 
the PA-Bred overnight schedule at the two 
tracks approached $5.5 million. 

At Parx Racing this past fall, PTHA agreed to 
have four PA-Bred overnights for 2-year-olds 
per condition book, and this will shift to 3-year- 
olds in 2011. PBF monies will supplement an 
additional four races for older horses per book, 
which results in a PA-Bred race every other day. 
Total PA-Bred overnight money will approach 
$2.5 million. 

PA-Bred owner bonuses will continue to be 
offered on nearly all non-restricted races, with 
approximately $6 million to be distributed 
through this vehicle. Parx bonuses will be 40 
percent of first, second, and third money purse 
shares, 30 percent at Presque Isle, and 20 
percent at Penn National. 

As more money becomes available for 
Pennsylvania racing, the levels of competition 



are obviously elevating. Breeders who have not 
upgraded their operations to meet their new 
opposition will find the going rough. However, 
purse schedules for less than top levels are still 
lucrative enough that a successful runner in 
that company can make it worthwhile. 

Much has been said recently as to the "new" 
state of racing in the country as to falling 
handle and attendance figures. There is no 
question change to the status quo relative to 
race dates and operating tracks is coming, and 
probably sooner than later. 

An overall decrease in racing dates in many 
jurisdictions, coupled with rough economic 
times, will further elevate competitive levels 
at operating tracks and lessen demand in 
commercial horse markets. Therefore, the 
business models of serious breeders will be 
significantly impacted. 

The dramatic influx of higher quality stallions 
into Pennsylvania in the past 18 months bodes 
well for local breeders who are reluctant for 
whatever reason to ship their mares out of 
state. These stallions have high recognition 
nationally, and are well enough regarded that 
they will attract mares from surrounding states 
who may end up in the Pennsylvania program. 

Unless individuals are prepared to raise, break, 
train and eventually race their homebreds, 
these breeders must be prepared to suffer the 
consequences of a marketplace that bears little 
resemblance to the past. There now seems to 
be minimal correlation between costs related 
to the production of yearlings and their auction 
sale prices. 

Breeders must be much more selective in their 
practices choosing mares worthy of production, 
then matching them with stallions capable of 
siring horses with potential to perform on the 
race track. 

Therein lies the beauty of Pennsylvania's 
Breeding Fund program and the opportunities 
it provides. Breed a good race horse, and race 
that horse in the state. The breeder then has 


an opportunity-through award money-to 
maintain a fiduciary interest in whatever 
successes the horse may achieve. 

Governor-elect Tom Corbett seated his new 
administration in Harrisburg in January, after 
eight years under Governor Ed Rendell, who 
enthusiastically supported the Thoroughbred 
industry like no other governor in the state's 
history. 

The financial challenges facing the Corbett 
team are onerous, and the pressure on him to 
find ample revenues to support his programs 
without raising taxes will be challenging. 

The Race Horse Development Fund may be 
seen as a ripe apple on the money tree by 
legislators who are unfamiliar with the history 
of this fund and its stated purpose to "assist 
the Commonwealth's horse racing industry, 
and support programs intended to foster and 
promote horse breeding." 

The task of educating these legislators and 
creating an awareness of the many values of 
horse racing and breeding falls to all aspects of 
the Thoroughbred industry. There is no single 
horse, breeder, owner, trainer, veterinarian, etc 
who should consider him or herself exempt 
from the effort this will require. 

Pennsylvania is in a position to become the 
preeminent place for Thoroughbred breeding 
and racing in all of North America. 

In a state so large, there are several areas with 
the potential to settle breeding operations 
no longer viable in other states where racing 
programs are unable to support such ventures. 

Land availability, equine expertise, accessibility 
and a history of breeding champions are all 
part of what Pennsylvania has to offer. 

Pennsylvania's three race tracks offer more than 
500 racing programs and disburse nearly $100 
million in purses annually at top-rate facilities. 
This is a program that has gained the attention 
of the world, and rightfully so.

Racing analyst Donna Brothers challenged her 
audience to bring positive change to the business. 


T he SCTOBA winter 

meeting at Franklin Smith’s 
Elloree Training Center in 
Elloree, S.C., featured a trifecta 
of a great speaker, good food 
and plenty of fellowship.

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Virginia-breds maintain quality on track 


D espite declines in the num¬ 
ber of foals produced in 
Virginia and the number of 
breeders producing them, the 
state that produced movie star 
Secretariat continues to generate 
high-quality runners. 

In 2010, eight Virginia-breds 
won graded stakes, and four of 
those horses accounted for a total 
of seven Grade 1 events. Twice, 
horses bred in Virginia won graded 
stakes on opposite coasts on the 
same day. 

Edward P. Evans’s homebred 
Quality Road led the stellar 
group of Virginia-bred Grade 1 
winners. After a disappointing 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, in 
which he finished off the board 
for the only time in his career, the 
son of Elusive Quality (out of 
Kobla, by Strawberry Road-Aus) 
retired to stud in Kentucky with 
career earnings of $2,232,830. 

A product of Evans’s Spring 
Hill Farm in Casanova, Va., man¬ 
aged by Chris Baker, Quality 
Road launched his 4-year-old 
campaign last season in Florida, 
first taking the Grade 3 Hal’s 
Hope Stakes, then smashing Gulf- 
stream Park’s mile and an eighth 
track record with a 12%-length 
victory in 1:47.49 in the $500,000 
Donn Handicap-G1 on February 
6. He followed up with wins 
in the $500,000 Metropolitan 
Mile Handicap-Gl and $750,000 
Woodward Stakes-Gl, and finished 
second, missing by a head to 
eventual Breeders’ Cup Classic 
winner Blame, in the Whitney 
Handicap-Gl. 

Evans bred and owned three 
additional 2010 graded stakes 
winners. The filly Malibu Prayer 
(2006, Malibu Moon—Grand 
Prayer, by Grand Slam) upped 


her career earnings total to 
$618,026 while counting vic¬ 
tories in two stakes, topped by 
the $250,000 Ruffian Invitational 
Handicap-Gl at Saratoga. 

A Little Warm (Stormin 
Fever—^Minidar, by Alydar) cap¬ 
tured the Spectacular Bid Stakes 
and was second in the Hutcheson 
Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park 
early on the Triple Crown trad. 
He went on to earn $708,000 
for the season, adding an impres¬ 
sive win in the $500,000 Jim 
Dandy-G2 at Saratoga. 

Dixie City starred in the 
$200,000 Demoiselle Stakes-G2 
at Aqueduct, scoring by three and 
a quarter lengths. The daughter 
of Dixie Union (out of City 
Sister, by Carson City) bank¬ 
rolled $203,180 during a juvende 
campaign that also featured a 
third-place finish in the $100,000 
Tempted Stakes-G3. 

Victor’s Cry, bred by R. Larry 
Johnson’s Legacy Farm, joined 
the ranks of Virginia-bred Grade 
1 winners at age 5 when he cap¬ 
tured Hollywood Park’s $250,000 
Shoemaker Mde on Memorial 
Day, the same afternoon that 
Quality Road won the Metro¬ 
politan Mde at Belmont Park; he 
went on to annex Hodywood’s 
$250,000 Citation Handicap-G2, 
giving Virginia-breds a Novem¬ 
ber 27 double play that included 
Dixie City’s DemoiseUe. 

Racing for Equdete Stable and 
trainer Eoin Harty, Victor’s Cry 
(Street Cry-Ire—Short Time, by 
Clever Trick) earned $418,761 in 
2010. He also finished second in 
Del Mar’s Eddie Read Stakes-Gl 
and Santa Anita’s San Simeon 
Handicap-G3. 

Bert and Diana Firestone’s 
Winchester returned to the Grade 


1 winner’s circle as a 5-year-old in 
2010, taking the $500,000 Joe 
Hirsch Turf Classic-Gl and 
$400,000 Manhattan Handicap- 
Gl, both at Belmont. The son of 
Theatrical (Ire)—Rum Charger 
(Ire), by Spectrum, was the Vir¬ 
ginia-bred Horse of the Yc 2 r in 
2008 after winning the Secretariat 
Stakes-Gl. Last season,Winchester 
earned $892,080, pushing his 
earnings to $1,257,243. 

Joe AUbritton’s Lazy Lane 
Farm in Uppervdle has consis¬ 
tently produced top horses and 
2010 was no different. Position 
Limit (Bellamy Road—Payable 
On Demand, by Out of Place), 
sold as a yearling by her breeder 
for $55,000, won the $150,000 
Adirondack Stakes-G2 at Sara¬ 
toga. Her two starts and two wins 
at 2 bankrolled $120,000. 

Mignon C. Smith’s Mede 
Cahaba Stable and Stud LLC, 
long a fixture in steeplechasing, 
bred Class Bopper, who won the 
$50,000 David L. (Zeke) Ferguson 
Memorial Hurdle Stakes-NSA3 
for owner Rodman W Moorhead 
III at Colonial Downs. The now 
6-year-old son of Bop out of Class 
Vim, by Class Secret, has earned 
$159,566 during his career. 

Virginia-bred listed, open and 
restricted stakes winners for 2010 
were Argent Affair (Fancy Buckles 
S), Bopolene (Oakley S), Class 
Skip (Gladstone Hurdle S), Diva 
Maria (Valentine Memorial Sport 
of Queens Hurdle S), Doing 
Great (Maryland MiQion Lassie), 
Elusive Gift (John D. Marsh S, 
Punch Line S), Frisky Thunder 
(DanielVan Clief S), Giant Mover 
(Brookmeade S), Green Velvet 
(Peapack FiQy & Mare Hurdle S), 
Her Smile (Donna Freyer S), In 
the Rough (Coconut Grove S), 


Pink Pallet (Jamestown S), 
Researcher (Charles Town Classic 
S), Quiet Giant (Cheap Seats S), 
Silverside (Gran Premio Claudio 
Carudel), Sir Whimsey (R.R.M. 
Carpenter Jr. Memorial S) and 
Summer Laugh (Blue Hen S). 

Secretariat tops 
$50 million box 
office gross 

T he Disney movie Secretariat, 
which depicts the Triple 
Crown run of Virginia’s most 
famous Thoroughbred, ended the 
year with a gross of more than 
$58 million. 

While the movie Seabiscuit 
grossed $120 million in the US. 
and ultimately generated seven 
Oscar nominations, film industry 
experts predict the film about Big 
Red will be more of a money 
maker. The production budget 
for Seabiscuit is estimated at $87 
million. According to various 
sources, the budget for Secretariat 
was approximately $35 million. 

Although the Disney film has 
enjoyed a built-in audience of 
loyal followers, some moviegoers 
simply don’t watch films pro¬ 
duced by the studio made famous 
by animation and teen movies 
such as Hannah Montana. 

Secretariat has enjoyed a great 
deal of critical acclaim, with neg¬ 
ative comments and reviews gen¬ 
erally confined to horse racing 
buffs put off by director Randall 
Wallace’s Hollywood version of 
the events that led up to Big 
Red’s historic win in the 1973 
Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

It is anticipated that Secretariat 
win do extremely well in the 
video market when released early 
in 2011. 
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Industry weighs various options 
for Colonial Downs’s 2011 racing program 


T his year’s schedule at 
Colonial Downs may offer 
horsemen more of the same or 
something quite different. The 
“same” could be eight weeks of 
summer Thoroughbred racing 
(June and July) at the New Kent 
track. “Different” may be an 
eight-week combinedThorough- 
bred/Standardbred meet in the 
fall (September and October). 

Here is the latest news from 
Virginia: 

In December, the Virginia 
HBPA filed a request with the 
Virginia Racing Commission for 
a 2011 summer meet starting on 
Saturday, June 11 (Belmont 
Stakes-G1 day) and running 
through Saturday, August 6. 
Racing would be four days a 
week (Wednesday, Thursday, 
Saturday and Sunday), and not 
the usual five days, for a total of 
33 race days. Cutting seven days 
from the normal schedule of 40 
race days was proposed in order 
to raise average daily purses, 
which have declined over the past 
three years. That decline was 
caused by a significant drop in 
year-round simulcast wagering at 
Colonial’s 10 off-track betting 
shops. About 5 percent of that 
handle goes to purses. 

Prior to filing its request with 
the VRC, the VHBPA conduct¬ 
ed a mail survey of all trainers 
and owner/trainers licensed in 
Virginia. Sixty-seven percent of 
those responding favored racing 
four days a week instead of five in 
order to boost daily purses. 

The VHBPA’s request for a 
typical summer meet, with fewer 
race days, is conditional. It takes 
effect only if track management, 
the VHBPA and Virginia Harness 
Horsemen’s Association do not 
reach agreement on something 


“different”—a mixed-breed fall 
meet. That possibility is the 
subject of ongoing discussions 
among the parties. 

Colonial Downs is the moving 
force behind the proposed com¬ 
bined meet. Track management 
believes a fall Thoroughbred meet 
wiQ benefit horses, horsemen and 
fans by avoiding central Virginia’s 
extreme heat in June, July and 
August. Similarly, the heavy sum¬ 
mer traffic on 1-95 and 1-64, 
which frustrates daily shippers 
and fans trying to get to the track, 
dissipates in the fall. 

But weather and traffic aside, 
the key reason for a combined 
meet is Colonial’s desire to 
improve the financial viability 
of harness racing in Virginia. As 
it now stands, fall harness racing, 
usually between 25 and 36 race 
days, results in substantial losses 
for the track. Attendance at last 
year’s September-to-November 
meet averaged only 493 fans a 
day, a number nowhere close to 
covering the cost of running the 
meet. 

Many Thoroughbred horse¬ 
men suggest Colonial drop har¬ 
ness racing. But the Virginia 
Racing Commission undoubt¬ 
edly will not allow the track to 
do so even though it is a financial 
burden for Colonial. 

Track management, the 
VHBPA andVHHA realize there 
are pros and cons that go with a 
combined meet. On the positive 
side, a single fall meet may intro¬ 
duce harness racing to Thorough¬ 
bred racing’s significantly larger 
fan base and will probably create 
significant operating efficiencies. 
For those reasons Colonial pro¬ 
posed a 2011 fall meet starting on 
September 3 —Labor Day week¬ 
end—and ending on October 27. 


Racing would be on Wednesdays, 
Thursdays, Saturdays and Sundays 
for a total of 33 race days. The 
harness post is noon, with 
Thoroughbreds starting at 3:30 
p.m. 

On the downside, does an 
eight-hour race day make sense 
from a fan prospective? Perhaps. 
Woodbine Raceway successfully 
runs Thoroughbreds in the after¬ 
noon and Standardbreds at night 
on the same day. 

From a strictly Thoroughbred 
perspective, does it make sense 
to go back to fall racing? Over 
the past 10 years Colonial and 
the VHBPA created a success¬ 
ful niche in Virginia for sum¬ 
mer turf racing, with full fields 
and competitive races for low¬ 
er-level horses. Many horsemen 
travel from Maryland, Florida and 
Kentucky to race at the meet and 
have come to depend on it as 
their summer venue. 

Colonial’s prior fall meets, 
held around the time the track 
opened in the late 1990s, were 
mediocre. WlQ a shift back to the 
fall continue to draw horsemen 
to race at Colonial Downs? That 
is unclear. A slight majority (55 
percent) of the trainers respond¬ 
ing to the above VHBPA survey 
favor moving the meet to the fall. 
Only 30 percent say doing so will 
make it less likely they will race 
at Colonial. 

In addition to the above 
uncertainties, running a mixed 
breed meet at Colonial involves 
many structural and practical 
problems—not the least of which 
is the need to buHd a harness 
track. Now both breeds race on 
the same mile and a quarter 
outside oval. After each summer 
meet the foot-thick sand and clay 
cushion is scraped off and piled 


in the stable area to allow harness 
racing on the track’s stone dust 
base. The cushion is reapplied the 
following spring after the state 
fair’s Strawberry Hill steeplechase 
meet. 

Track management is con¬ 
sidering a number of options, 
including building bleachers and 
a five-eighths harness track on 
the frontside polo field near the 
parking lots. Another option is 
putting a five-eighths harness 
track in the infield. 

However, among other things, 
an infield harness track requires 
finding a way to get Standardbreds 
to it without damaging the turf 
course. Another matter is coor¬ 
dinating mixed-breed training. 
How will Thoroughbreds react 
to sulkies running around the 
infield? 

Adequate stall space is also a 
necessary consideration. A com¬ 
bined meet may require 1,200 to 
1,400 stalls. Now there are only 
1,000 spread throughout 15 
barns. Temporary stalls such as 
those used at steeplechase meets 
and horse shows may suffice as an 
interim measure. The VHBPA 
also suggested reinstituting a daily 
track shuttle for Thoroughbred 
shippers, with pickups in 
Maryland and Virginia, to lessen 
the need for permanent stalls. 

Because of the many issues 
presented by a combined meet, 
an easy solution for the VHBPA 
would be to stop talking with 
track management and the 
VHHA and simply say “no” to 
the proposed combined meet. 
But that would be shortsighted. 
The VHBPA board of directors 
recognizes that the interests of 
its horsemen members are tied 
to the survivability of Colonial 
Downs as a business. 


The Virginia Horsemen's Benevolent & Protective Association 
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Winner’s circle stays warm 
on cold December evenings 


N ight racing in the 

wintertime is not for the 
meek or impuisively 
unprepared. Beginning 
in December, most post parades 
at Charies Town resembied 
advertisements for winter couture. 

From January through Aprii, racing 
has been suspended on Sundays 
and repiaced with iive racing action 
on Tuesday evenings, in the game of 
simulcast chess, this could prove to 
be a fortuitous move as nationwide 
Thoroughbred competition is at a 
bare minimum on those nights. 

Christmas stocking stuffers arrived 
just in time for some West Virginia- 
breds who don't receive the 
notoriety they deserve. 

One of the tough campaigners 
in the filly and mare division. Little 
Shiney (Parker's Storm Cat—Oh 
Shiney, by Chimes Band) confirmed 
her grit with a come-from-behind 
tally at seven furlongs in allowance 
company on December 1. 

Racing for Chance Romance 
Racing (Roland Kemp), the 
Larry Myers trainee was making 


the 16th start of her 4-year-old 
campaign, which also included a 
game runner-up performance to 
Devonspaintedlady in the $75,000 
West Virginia Breeders Classic Distaff 
on October 16. 

Bred by Tim Grams and Judy 
Grams, Little Shiney recorded three 
wins, seven seconds and two thirds 
for earnings of $107,350 (through 
December 1), bringing her total 
earnings to $145,720. 

On December 2, Fan Demon 
(Chapel Royal—Shes a Bute, by 
Strike the Gold) staged a furious 
late bid to score a popular juvenile 
victory for owner/breeder John R 
Casey and conditioner Larry Curtis. 

It was the third career start for the 
colt, who made his debut in early 
September. 

Sometimes a drop in class can 
be a fast track to the winner's circle, 
as Rock Picker (by Rock Slide) 
illustrated while risked for a $5,000 
claiming tag on December 2. 

Rock Picker aired by four and 
three-quarters lengths for owner/ 
breeder Tex Mullins in his first outing 


in claiming company. The gelding 
had gone winless in five starts as a 
3-year-old since scoring in maiden 
special weight company in April. Tim 
Grams trains Rock Picker, who is out 
of Mullins's good homebred mare 
Shes a Caper Too (1993, Feel the 
Power; $291,089, Shenandoah Valley 
H,etc.) 

RobertT. Flail's Rugged Cross, 
a daughter of Ghostly Minister out 
of Numerous Moves, by Numerous, 
added the third victory of her 3-year- 
old campaign in a condition race 
on December 3. Trained by Javier 
Contreras, Rugged Cross scored as 
9-5 favorite in a field of 10, boosting 
her season's earnings to $37,330. 

Bred by Charles (Buck) Woodson 
Jr., Rugged Cross is a half-sister to 
multiple stakes winner We're in the 
Money ($302,428). 

On December 4, a favorite 
prospect at the claim box, Nicoles 
Prospect, took a solid field of $8,000 
to $10,000 runners on a merry chase 
and staved off a final thrust by the 
runner-up, 1.1-1 favorite Baiano.

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The speedy veteran by Smooth 
Jazz out of Dawntlet by Allen's 
Prospect collected the first-place 
money for owner Whispering Spirit. 

Trainer Rhea Pennella has lost and 
claimed back this runner severai 
times and always seems to get 
the best out of the now 6-year-old 
gelding. 

Nicoles Prospect was bred by 
Harry Joe Painter and Dr. Alison Kate 
Painter. 

Though raced predominantly in 
modest claiming events over the 
last year. Mighty Slew has been a 
worthwhile player for owner Smart 
Angle, registering an in-the-money 
past performance of more than 50 
percent. 

The now 5-year-old bay gelding 
by Sequoia Slew out of Clink Clink, 
by Key Recognition, bred by Wade 
Sanderson, scored his second victory 
of the season on December 5. He is 
trained by Jeff Runco. Clink Clink was 
also a notable local runner, winning 
the Ruth C. Funkhouser Stakes and 
placing in two other added-money 
races as a 3-year-old in 2000 for 
jockey-turned-trainer Victor Espinosa. 

The classy Shesdebonairness 
did not disappoint her fans on 
December 5, scoring as 6-5 favorite 
while risked for an $8,000 claiming 
tag. 

It was the first win since April for 
the now 6-year-old mare, who won 


stakes at 2,3 and 4. In 29 career 
starts, she has 10 wins and eight 
piacings, for earnings of $255,856. 

Shesdebonairness (Devon Deputy 
—Goiden Credenza, by Wild Gold) 
was bred by Harry J. Painter. 

On December 9 a horse with 
a fitting name for the Christmas 
season -Decorated Well-earned a 
hard-fought decision over her feiiow 
never-won-two condition foes in 
open company. 

Bred by Thoroughbred Farms, 
the daughter of Stephen Got Even 
out of Decoria, by Dehere, races 
for Adam King and is trained by 
Dewayne Johnson. Unraced untii 
iast season at 3, she made 10 starts, 
registering four wins and three 
piacings, for earnings of $48,300. 

Mirror Mirror proved fairest 
of them all when she narrowly 
defeated a full field of $5,000 fillies 
and mares on December 9. Mirror 
Mirror (Artax—Anytime Kris, by 
Brocco) was bred by Dr. Maurice 
Casey III. The now 4-year-old filly, 
owned by Woodside Stable LLC and 
trained by Cynthia Wever, won or 
placed In half of her six starts in 2010, 
earning $16,250. 

Another race on the chilly 
December 9 night went to one 
of the true ladles In West Virginia 
racing/breeding, Nancy Stapies, 
whose homebred Duchess of 


Windsor made every pole a winning 
one for trainer James W. Casey. 

The chestnut filly, by Windsor 
Castle out of Bodacious Beauty, by 
Weshaam, was earning her second 
career victory as a 3-year-old. 

December 10 marked the 2-year- 
old debut of Classy Scamp, who 
was a well-kept secret and timely 
Christmas present for trainer Edwin 
Tobin. The bay colt by Classy E. T. out 
of Heavenly Monster, by Meadow 
Monster, returned $30.20 for a $2 win 
ticket. 

Ciassy Scamp is owned by 
Shotweii Farm and bred by Harold 
and Charlotte Shotweii. 

With the countdown to Christmas 
aimost complete, owner/trainer 
Carlos McDaniel watched his stable 
star shine brightest of all In the 
December 12 feature. 

Tup Take’ Please, a son of the 

late stallion R. S. V. P Please out of 
Tup Take Too, by Big Pistol, handily 
defeated a talented and seasoned 
group of allowance runners at six 
and a half furlongs over a sloppy 
track. 

Bred by Paul Honeycutt, the gifted 
overachiever, unraced until July of 
last year, won four of seven starts, 
with a second and a third, during his 
4-year-oid campaign, while earning 
$70,780. He fills a void in the older 
male sprint division.
